Mr. Wilson of Virginia 
moved that ‘the committée of the whole

He said 
that he believed the law should remain 
exactly as it was, except. that the banks 
should be allowed to deposit money as 
well as bonds for circulation, and take out 


circulation up to the par value of the 
bonds. The State banks, he believed, 
should have the same rights to issue with 
the same liability to the government, to- 
gether with the personal liability of stock- 
holders. The motion of Mr. Wilson was 
then agreed to. 

' In the morning hour Mr. McRae, from 
the Commitiee on Public Lands, called up 
the bill to protect forest reservations.. 

Mr. Wells of Wisconsin opposed the bill 
in every feature. The attempt to drive 
} this bill through under whip and spur 
smelled (he would say savored, if he did 
not have such a high respect for the chair- 
man of the Public Lands Committee) of 
boodlie. It was said the Forestry Associa- 
tion was behind this bill. There was an- 
other association behind it which had its 
origin in Maine about fifty years ago, and 
now extended to the Pacific Slope. It was 
an association of timber thieves and land 
sharks. If these timber thieves were al- 
lowed to go into the public forest they 
would bribe the agent of the Interior De- 
partment and destroy them. The pine- 
land thieves in Michigan and Wisconsin, 
he declared, excitedly, had grown rich 
in plunder, and had then bought seats 
both in this House and the other. He 
challenged any advocate of the bill to 
show a line in it designed to protect a 
public forest. 

When Mr. Wells took his seat, Chairman 
McRae indignantly denied that there was a 
land ring or association behind the bill. 
He had assumed the responsibility for the 
bill, and if the gentleman from Wisconsin 
knew of any hidden power behind it, he 
would yield time for him to make known 
its nature. 

“I said before,”’ replied Mr. Wells, hotly, 

“I believe in your honesty, but the gentle- 
man is green in the lumber business, and 
I believe that the gentleman is being de- 
ceived and made a tool of.”’ 
“IT may be green in the lumber busi- 
ness,”’ retorted Mr. McRae, “but I take 
pride in the fact that I represent one of 
the largest timber scctions of the coun- 
try. My State, however, is not affected 
by this bill. There is no interest behind 
this bill, save such as ought to inspire 
every patriotic American for the protec- 
tien of:a forest from devastating fires 
and timber-thieves.”’ 

After some further debate by Mesers. 
Wilson of Washington, Pickler of North 
Dakota and Coffin of Wyoming, the morn- 
ing hour expired, and, in accordance with 
the terms of the special order, the Rail- 
road Pooling Bill was taken up. 

Mr. Bartlett of New York addressed the 
House in favor of the measure, arguing in 
support of legitimate and legal pooling. 
He said: “It is urged that thé granting 
of pooling privileges would be an en- 
largement of the privileges of the rail- 
ways. It would probably be the restora- 
tion of that freedom of contract to which 
they were entitled by common law before 
the interstate commerce act robbed them. 
The railway companies are entitled to con- 
duct their properties at a fair profit.” 

Mr. Bryan of Nebraska opposed that sec- 
tion of the bill which allowed the rail- 
roads to appeal from.the decision of the 
commission,. revoking pooling orders. The 
commission should have absolute .control, 
if ‘the pooling privileges were-to be per-. 
mitted, but he opposed any bill authoriz- 
ing pooling. Pooling subverted the doc- 
trine of competition, and he denied the 
right of the government to interfere 
with free and fair competition.” The pro- 
tection of society from extortion rested 
on conipetition. The time had come when 
railroad rates should be reasdhable, and 
he .offered an amendment, with which he 
wanted to test the sense ofthe House.

HOUSE CON’ CONTESTS. 


The Campaign Committee and Repub- 
lican Contests.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—Chairman Bab- 
cock of the Republican Congressional Cam- 
paign Committee, says the report sent 
out from Washington that the committee 
was sending circulars to intending Re- 
publican contestants in the next House 
telling them that their cases would be 
considered only on their merits, is a fake 
pure and simple. “The campaign com- 
mittee has nothing to dq with contests,”’ 
said Mr. Babcock. ‘‘They are matters to 
be dealt with in the next House. It would 
be foolish for the committee to undertake 
to dictate to any man what he should do.” 
Republican leaders in the House who 
are not members of the committee say 
that the matter has never been talked 
about among them, and they! have not con- 
sidered it as their business to make sug- 
gestions to men who were contemplating 
contests. 


THE YELLOW METAL. 


Forty-three Million dollars Worth 
Produced This Year. ~

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—The treasury 
department has received such figures in 
gold production during the calendar year 
1894 as warrants the belief that it will 
approximato $43,000,000, distributed as fol- 
lows: Colorado, $11,275,000; Montana, $4,- 
575,000; Idaho, $2,250,000; California, $11,- 
750,000; total for the four States, $20,850,- 
000; increase for’ the four States during 
the calendar year, $7,000,000; production of 
all other States and Territories, $13,150.- 
000; total production, $43,000,000.

FORGED BONDS. 


Irish and English Speculators Pur- 
chase Bogus Securities. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 
LONDON, Dec. 7. — (By Atlanctic.Ca- 


ble.) A telegram from Belfast says 
that £30,000 in American school 
bonds have been placed in Ireland 


and £150,000 in London during the last 
ten years. A large amount of these secur- 
ities are believed to have been forged. 
The work of placing ‘alleged forged se- 
curities is said to have been done by 
a member of an American banking-house. 
One of the partners is reported to have 
-absconded. 

The school bonds referred to were not 
ligted in London, but it was stated that 
they were regarded in the United States 
as being first-class securities and rank- 
ing, in many cases,°-next to United States 
government bonds. The American firm 
which placed the bonds in Ireland and 
England has hitherto been considered of 
bigh reputation. In many cases the 
bonds’ have been held for many years 
and interest has been paid regularly, 
the coupons being domiciled in the office 
.of the firm in Amefica. The first issue 
of the bonds was made seven years ago. 
One of the brokers interested in. these 
securities claims to be innocent of fraud 
and has gone to America to inquire into 
the matter. 


THE LIVESTOCK EXCHANGE. 


the Foreign Embargo.

ST. LOUIS, Dee: 7.—Thd. to the 
seventh annual convention of the National 
Live Stock Exchange got down to se- 
rious business today, though at rather a 
late hour, being delayed by the prepara- 
tion of the report of the Executive Com- 
mittee, which is the basis of the con- 
vention’s work, and was not finished until 
the day was well advanced. The reading 
of the voluminous matter of the - last 
convention, held at Kansas City in De- 
cember, 1893, also took some time. 

The report of the Executive Committee 
was read by Secretary Baker. The rec- 
ommendation of the St. Louis Exchange 
that Congress be asked to establish a 
national bureau for the keeping of statis- 
tics was reported by the Executive Com- 
mittee, without its indorsement. On 
motion of Frank Campbell of Kansas 


City, the convention declined to memorial- 
ize Congress. 

A strong measure, looking to the raising 
of the embargo on meats, and containing 
convincing evidence to show foreigners 
that our meats are not diseased, was 
recommended. Improvement of the con- 
sular service and the curtailment of the 
free daily market reports, were touched 
on, but without recommendation. The 
question of uniform governmental inspec- 
tion was also urged. The abolition of live 
stock solicitors was suggested. 

It was decided to memorialize Congress 
to improve, the consular system by mak- 
ing the tenure of office more certain, re- 
quiring the consuls to furnish statistics 
and otherwise aid in the establishment of 
commerce with foreign nations.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—Secretary Car- a 
lisle’s plan of currency reform is natur- | 
ally attracting great attention in and out 
of Congress. The Secretary, it is ex- vy 
pected, will appear before the House Com- . 
mittee on Banking and Currency to answer 
any questions that may be asked in fur- 
ther explanation of his proposition and to 
assist in the preparation of a bill cover- 
ing his views on the subject, which wilf 
soon be introduced by Chairman Springer. 
While Carlisle’s plan is favorably com- 
mented upon by many prominent mem- 
bers of both houses, there are others 
whose opinioins are of value who argue 
that the plan proposed by Comptroller 
Eckels in his annual report has superior 
merit and, when thoroughly understood, 
will meet with general approval. A prom- 
inent Senator, who is recognized as an 
authority on financial matters, explained 
to a representative of the Associated Press 
his views on the two plans. He said: 

“Mr. Carlisle’s plan for currency fe 
form, when applied to practice will: pro- 
duce the following result: Taking for the 
purpose of illustration the example of a@ 
bank having $100,000 capital, such a bank 
would be entitled to issue notes up to the 
limit of $75,000, 75 per cent. of capital, 
but before doing so it must deposit ‘legal 
tender’ notes to the amount of $22,500, 30 
per cent. of circulation. This in effect 
would be equivalent to a net issue of $52... 
500 in circulation by the bank, or $75,600) 
received in notes from the government, 
 overtment. 

“Upon this $52 500 currency ~ 
bank would earn its profits, provided it 
could keep them in circulation, after de-: 
ducting costs for redemption for tax for 
‘safety fund’ and tax for administration 
of the Comptroller’s Bureau. As a plan 
for relieving the general government. 
from the burden and charge for redeem- 
ing United States notes, it would, ac- 
cording to the Secretary’s estimaté, result 
in securing the temporary deposit of $22,-" 
000,000 of these notes with the govern- 
ment, if the ‘national’ and ‘State’ banks 
now in existence should take out cireu- 
lation to the full amount proposed. 

“Let us see how this result could be 
arrived at. The present capital of all, 
national banks in existence is about $668,- 
000,000. If to this is added $332,000,000, as 
the capital of State banks, availing them- 
selves of the privilege, a total capital 
of $1,000,000,000 would be had as the basis 
upon which to issue currency. Assuming 
that all the banks possessing this capital 
issued currency up to the full limit of 75 
per cent., we will have an issue of bank 
currency to the amount of $750,000,000. 
Against this, legal tenders to the amount 
of 30 per cent. of circulation must be 
deposited, or $225,000,000."" 

“What will be the effect of this upon 
the volume of money in circulation?” 

“Add bank-note issues, $750,000,000, 
national bank currency, retired, $172,000,- 
000; legal tender deposited and withdrawn 
from circulation, $225,000,000; total, $397,- 
090,000; net increase in circulation, $353,- 
000,000. Assuming that this increase could 
be kept in circulation, a withdrawal of 
$225,000,000 of United States notes is ef- - 
fected temporarily, but as there are $98,- 
000,000 of these altogether outstanding 
there would still remain outstanding a2 
major portion of the mass, or about $23,- 
000,000 to harass the treasury by presen- 
tation for redemption in gold. 

“If the $750,000,000 is not kept in cire 
culation, the amount of legal tender se- 
cured by redemption of circulation would 
be added to the large sum not funded. 
Again, if the legal tender deposited by 
the banks is to be used for redemption of 
these notes On presentation there woulé 
be no difficulty In procuring any amount 
of them by presenting banknotes. 

“So much for the practical working of 
the Secretary’s plan and we now take « 
look at the plan proposed by Comptroller 
Eckels. As he gives few figures on which 
to base compilation, but simply outlines 
the principles of the plans, only a hypo~ 
thetical illustration of its practical work- 
ings can be made. Taking a bank with 
$100,000 capital as in the other case, the 
Comptroller’s plan appears to require 
that that bank deposit with the treasury 
$50,000 in United States notes or lega! 
tenders for cancellation in exchange for 
which it will immediately receive $55,000 
in banknotes for the current redemption 
of the banknotes of this class, upon the 
failure or liquidation of the bank. 

“This feature, therefore, is neither ex- 
pansion nor contraction of the currency, 
but simply the exchange of one kind of 
currency for another just as good, but for 
the purpose and with the effect of en- 
tirely relieving the government of burden 
and .cost of current redemption during the 
existence of the bank receiving and issu- 
ing the same. Under this branch of the 
Comptroller’s plan, with the present cap- 
ital of national banks, $668,000,000, $334,- 
000,000 of legal tenders would immediately 
be retired and withdrawn from the pos- 
sibility of being redeemed in gold by the 
general government while a banking cap- 
ital of $1,000,000,000 would serve as the 
basis for retiring the entire issue both of 
“United States and Sherman-act notes 
amounting together to about $98,000,00@ 
while under the Secretary's plah-@ Cap- 
ital of $1,000,000 would effect a with- 
drawal, according to his own estimate, of 
only $225,000. Should not the banknotes 
issued against legal tenders be made 
available for lawful money reserve against 
deposits as are now the legal tenders i 
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would operate to hold them from redemp- 
tion by the banks. Pe 
Passing to, tha other features of Mr. 
Bickels’s plun it is found that a bank with 
$100,000 capital could also issue as much 
aa 350,000 Of safety fund notes, constituting 
first Hen upon its assets and Upon the 
Mability of its sharehoklers, and redeom- 
able upon the failure of the bank promptly 
out of a ‘safety fund’ created by a light 
tax upon all banks issuing this kind of 
sirculation. It is upon this class of notes 
that the banks should make a profit which 
would be a clear one over and above the 
light expenses for cost of redemption and 
taxation for the safety fund and for cost 
of operating the Comptfoller’s bureau. It 


is in this class of currency that the ele-. 


ment of ‘elasticity’ would be found, for 
which banks could issue cither none at all 
or as much as 50 per cent of jts capital. 

“Of the national bank capital 50 per cent. 
would be $334,000,000, or a sum $162,000,000 
greater than the total of .the present na- 
tional. bank circulation, $172,000,000, while 
@ capital of $1,000,000,000 would provide for 
$500,000,000 of this ‘safety fund circula- 
tion,’ a sum $328,000,000 greater than the 
present bank issue. So within the limits 
of $500,000,000 would be the expansion or 
contraction of this currency, and this limit 
can easily be extended in future if neces- 
sary by reducing the percentage of legal- 
tender currency to be supported by the 
banks, and extending the limit for ‘safety 
funds’ currency beyond 50 per cent. of 
capital. The ‘legal tender’ currency cut 
of the way by Mr. Eckels plan of substi- 
tution of banknotes, the practical result 
would be that all the paper currency would 
be redeomable only in gold or silver coin, 
for there would exist only one kind of 
banknotes, gold certificates and silver cer- 
tificates.”’ 

ANOTHER PLAN OF RELIEF. — 

NEW YORK, Dec. 7.—At a meeting last 
night of the Chamber of Commerce, Will- 
iam P. St. John, president of the Mercan- 
tile National Bank, said that it was offi- 
cially proposed that Congress provide 
profit to banks on banknotes by a scheme 
surrendering a profit of $10,300,000 a year 
to the people at large in United State: 
notes. He characterized the scheme a: 
preposterous, and submitted the following 
plan of relief: 

First—Congress to remove from our 
standard silver dollar of 412.5 grains 9-1C 
fine, the single restriction of its legal ten- 
der function, and provide unlimited coin- 
age of silver into this dollar, on the terms 
prescribed for gold. 

Second—Issue to depositors gold and sil- 

. ver at the mint, or, if they prefer, instead 
tof the coin to which they are entitled, 
coin certificates redeemable on demand. 
bRequire that these coin certificates be re- 
| deemed in gold or silver coin at the con- 
'yenience of the United States. To author- 
+ize the Secretary of the Treasury in his 
discretion to redeem them on request in 
standard bars of gold or silver. 

Third—<Authorize depositors of gold coin 
and silver coin to remove the proposed 
coin certificates therefor, and forbid all 
further issuing of gold certificates, silver 
certificates and treasury notes of 1890. 

Fourth—Until bimetallism is a real 
achievement under this act, require that 
all the gold and silver for which coin cer- 
tificates are issued, be received in coin and 
standard bars for their redemption, ex- 
cept as next suggested. 

Fifth—Authorize the Secretary, in his 
discretion and under regulations prescribed 
by him, to direct the Treasurer of the 
United States to receive interest-bearing 
bonds of the United States duly hypothe- 
cated to the Treasurer and issue thereon 
safe amounts of the proposed coin certifi- 
cates as loans, the rate of interest on 


. these to be at the rate of interest to be 


on the hypothecated bonds. Limit this 
“emergency issue’ of coin certificates 
by the requirement that the aggregate 
of coin and standard bars reserved for 
their redemption shall not be les at any 
time than 60 per cent. of the aggregate 
sum of all coin certificates outstanding. It 
is explained that this final provision would 
be availed of in an emergency for this 
Treason: First, that owners of bonds would 
not accept long-time loans at a cost of all 
of the interest on their investment and, 
second, borrowers of 4 per cent. and 5 
per cent. United States bonds, hired to 
hypothecate for such loans, should appear 
when only a real emergency made high 
rates for money in the market. 

If the money market panic threatened 

Pp enactment with a sharp con- 
traction of the aggregate of money, a final 
provision would empower the Secretary of 
the Treasury to issue $200,000,000 of United 
States coin certificates against silver coin 
and bullion now in the treasury and loan 
them at 4 per cent. and 5 per cent. per 
annum against United States interest- 
bearing bonds. 

“If a lack of engraved coin certificates 
threaten the Scecretary’s immediate conven- 
fence,”’ says St. John, “I suggest that bold- 
ness equaling the recent issue of interest- 
bearing bonds will immediately substitute 
silver certificates therefor.’’ 

The proposition and remarks were re- 
ceived without objection and filed without 
action.

‘IN A BOX. 


MUTILATED REMAINS FOUND 
AT CHICAGO. 


They are Identified as Those of A. D. 
Barnes, a News-and-fruit-stand 
Proprietor—His Family 
Troubles.

CHICAGO, Dec. 7.—The chopped and 
hacked body of a man was discovered in 
a shipping-case in the alley between Sixty- 
third and Sixty-fourth streets. The body 
had apparently been cut up to fit the case 
and shipped from a distant point. The 
head was not badly mutilated, and the 
police hope for an identification of the 
remains, which have been placed in the 
South Side Morgue. 

The shipping-case bears a French stamp, 
indicating that the body was shipped from 
France. The body is that of a man about 
40 years old, of refined appearance. The 
head is partially bald, the face clean- 
shaven, except for a long blonde mus- 
tache. In the case, carefully wrapped in 
paper, was found a lock of dark fine 
hair, evidently that of a woman. 

The box was marked “G. P. Peterson,” 
was numbered 2162, and stamped “‘Made 
in France.” Traces of other marks were 
found, and they had been carefully dis- 
figured, making them unreadable. The 
doctors said the man could not have been 
dead more than two days, and it was 
thought a French-shipped case was used 
to divert suspicion. With the body were 
found clippings of carpets, which were 
identified as having come from the Pull- 
man palace-car shops, the clippings appar- 
ently having been used as packing for 
the body.

The police advance the theory that the 
man was murdered in the vicinity of Chi- 
cago, and was then boxed for shipment, 
but that the principals, fearing discovery, 
abandoned the plan and threw the case 
into the alley, while on their way to the 
railway station. 

LATER:—This afternoon the body was 
identified as that of A. D. Barnes, custo- 
dian of the Hiawatha building, at No. 
258 Thirty-seventh street. The identifica- 
tion was made by an employee. Barnes 
was the proprietor of several news, book 
and fruit-stands, and had been tly 
divorced from his wife, with whom he 
had much trouble. 


MISS GING’S DEATH. 


The Authorities Have not Solved the 
Murder Mystery. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

MINNEAPOLIS (Minn.,) Dec. 17.—Al- 
though the Hayward brothers are in cells 
charged with murder in the first degree, 
it is frankly admitted by the authorities 
that they have not laid hands on the man 
who fired the shot which killed Miss Ging. 
In fact, while they have made great prog- 
ress, they are really a long ways away 
from solving the mystery as to the iden- 
tity of the actual murderers. It is be- 
lieved that a warrant is out for the appre- 
hension of the man, but the authorities wil 
neither affirm nor deny that they know 
who it is. From an, inside source, how- 
ever, it is learned that they confidently 
expect his arrest very shortly. The alibis 
of the Hayward brothers are perfect, so far 
as the time of the actual murder is con- 
cerned. 

An important admission made by Hay- 
ward to the authorities which has just 
leaked out is that Miss Ging was his mis- 
tress. He admitted the liason and in the 
next breath denied emphatically that he 
desired her death. It is known, too, that 
Hayward was very much smitten with : 
young lady, whom he took to the theater 
on the night of tragedy. He was, in fact, 
engaged to marry her, and the day has 
been set. The authorities believe that this 
fact may furnish the additional motive 
deemed necessary to explain the crime. 
It has seemed scarcely possible that so 
horrible a crime should be instigated by 
Hayward for the $10,000 insurance money 
which would be obtained, and which he 
would have to share with the others in the 
conspiracy. 

It is stated that $2000 would be no in- 
centive to a man of Hayward's stamp, 
who often had more than that in his 
pocket, and was known to stake $1000 on 
the turn of a card. His approaching mar- 
riage, and the necessity of ending the lia- 
son with Miss Ging may have furnished 
a further motive. The Hayward brcthers 
were formally arraigned in the Municipal 
Court this morning, and the examination 
was continued until! Thursday. 

LATER:—At 1 o'clock this (Saturday) 
morning the authorities placed Calus A.

FORT WORTH (Tex.,) Dec. 7.—The lo- 
cal managers of the Pacific Express Com- 
pany say that it is impossible to state just 
how much the robbers who held up the 
Texas and Pacific train west of here last 
night, got away with, as all way-bills are 
missing. It is believed that they got very 
little booty, however, as it was mostly lo- 
cal express matter. The contents of the 
iron through-package box arrived here in- 
tact. 

The Sheriff’s poase of fifteen men, led by 
William Rea, and Chief of Police Maddox, 
have been out with a pack of bloodhounds 
since last night, following the three rob- 
bers, who are well-mounted and armed 
and traveliig southwesterly.

DENVER, Dec. 7.—There is a feeling at 
military headquarters in this city that if 
the Governor of Utah intends to arm set- 
tlers and cowboys in Southeastern Utah 
to drive out the Ute Indians who are pas- 
turing ponies and cattle in San Juan 
county, there will be a first-class rumpus. 
The military authorities here hold that 
the Indians have a right in that country, 
and it is likely that should trouble arise, 
the troops will be sent down from Fort 
Logan to protect the Indians. 

The officers are looking for orders quite 
soon if the report telegraphed last night 
from Salt Lake is true. In effect it was 
stated that Col. BE. W. Tatlock of the Ter- 
ritorial militia, has started for San Juan 
county, Utah, with 100 carbines and 1000 
rounds of ammunition, which will be 
placed in the hands of citizens who are 
threatened by the invasion of Ute Indians 
from Colorado. 

Col. Ward, adjutant-general of the De- 
partment of Colorado, said today that the 
Indians have instructions from Washing- 
ton to occupy the country now being used 
by them, and the settlers and cowboys 
have no right there whatever. The gov- 
ernment will, it is thought, support the 
Indians in the position which they have 
assumed. 

A CONFERENCE TO BE HELD. 

SALT LAKE, (Utah,) Dec. 7.—Gov. West

CHICAGO, Dec. 7.—Mrs. W. R. Sanborn 
and Mrs. J. M. Arnold of Chicago, prom- 
inent in the W.C.T.U. council, have mu- 
tinied, and are now leading what promises 
to be a heavy revolt against the union 
methods. : 

‘We are heartily disgusted,’’ said Mrs. 
Sanborn yesterday, “with the management 
of the affairs, and the scandal in which 
woman’s name,is involved by the temple 
echeme. The movement ceased

ness concern. What are they offering in 
the place of the saloon?

‘““‘My idea is to have a free-lunch coun- 
ter, a stove and a washroom in the base- 
ment of every church. Some church peo- 
ple may not care to sell anything stronger 
than tea or coffee with the free lunches;

where men can get pure wines, beer and 
light drinks.

His Latest Project on the Panama 
Isthmus Remains Uncompleted. 
- A Sketch of His Life as 

Minister,

PARIS, Dec. 7.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
Count Ferdinand de Lesseps died today at 
La Chenaie, Carvantan, in the Department 
of L’Indre. During the night he receivéd 
the last sacrament. 

SKETCH OF HIS LIFH. 
(Viscount Ferdinand de Lesseps was born 


he was attached to the French consulate 
at Lisbon, and in 1828 to that in Tunis. 
After the taking of Algiers he was charged 
with securing the submission of the Bey 
of Constantine, and in 1831 he went to 
Egypt, where, at three different times, he 
was temporary consul-general at Alexan- 
dria. ._He obtained from Ibrahim Pasha, 
during the occupation of Syria by the lat- 
ter, protection for the Christians there, 
and did much toward re-establishing peace 
between Mehemet Ali and the Sultan. He 
was appointed consul at Malaga in 1839, 
and at. Barcelona in 1842. During the 
bombardment of the latter city by Espar- 
{ tero in the same year, he rendered great 
service to sufferers of all nations. He fre- 
quently exposed his life during the fighting 
to save the lives of others, his energetic re- 
monstrances postponed the bombardment 
for several days, and when it took place 
he hired vessels and pergonally super- 
intended the removal of fugitives. For 
this he received decorations from the gov- 
ernments of France, Sardinia, the two 
Sicilies, Sweden, the Netherlands and 
| Spain; the Chamber of Commerce at Mar- 

seilles sent him a complimentary address, 
| while that of Barcelona placed his bust 
in its hall. After the revolution of 1848 
he was recalled to Paris, but soon went to 
Madrid as minister on April 10, 1848. 
Having been displaced in favor of Prince 
Napoleon Joseph Bonaparte, February 10, 
1849, he was appointed to Switzerland, but 
was sent in May to Italy, where he was ex- 
pected to fulfill in concert with Messieurs 
ad’ Harcourt and Reyneval the delicate task 
of restoring order in the papal dominions, 
and preventing Liberal excesses from in- 
terfering with the establishment of a 
regular government. His instructions, it 
is aserted, were far from explicit; but the 
liberalism which he evinced in stipulating 
that the Roman people should be free to 
choose their own government, was not 
agreeable to the authorities at home, and 
he was recalled in June. In a report from 
the Council of State he was severely 
blamed, but he defended himself with 
great ability. In October, 1854, he went to 
Egypt on the invitation of the new Vice- 
roy, Said Pasha. Here he thoroughly ex- 
amined the project of the canal across the 
Isthmus of Suez, and drew up a memorial 
on the subject, giving full details of the 
enterprise. The Viceroy granted. him a 
charter for ninety-nine years for the estab- 
lishment of a stock company for the con- 
struction of the canal. De Lesseps gave 
himself up entirely to the project, and, by 
the force of his energy and perseverence, 
raised the necessary capital and began the 
work in 1859. He was beset by many dif- 
ficulties. Eminent English engineers, 
among them Robert Stephenson, questioned 
its practicability; the British government 
re ed it as a political project, and re- 
fused to give tts encouragement, and vari- 
ous complications arose with beth the 
Turkish and Egyptian governments; but 
De Lesseps triumphed over all, and on 
August 15, 1869, had the sa on of 
seeing the waters of the Red Sea and 
Mediterranean mingled in the Bitter 
Lakes. The canal was formally opened 
November 17, 1869, with grand ceremonies, 
in the presence of the Empress of the 
French, the Emperor of Austria, the Crown 
Prince of Prussia, Prince Amadeus of Italy, 
Prince William of Orange and many other 
distinguished personages, who were enter- 
tained with magnificent hospitality by the 
Khedive. De Lesseps has been decorated 
by almost every sovereign of Europe. In 
February, 1870, the Paris Geographical So- 
ciety awarded him the Empress’s prize of 
f.10,000, and in July following, the honor- 
ary freedom of the city of London was pre- 
sented to him. Since the completion of 
the Suez Canal he has suggested a number 
of important projects, including the con- 
version of the Sahara Desert into an in- 
land sea; the cutting of a ship canal

When these notes had 
served their purpose they wera returned 
and passed out of existence. 

“By empowering banks to issue notes,” 
said Lacey, “there will be an elasticity 
of currency that will prevent either re- 
dundancy or stringency.’

SOUTHERN PLANTERS TO BE 
ORGANIZED. 


A New York Broker Engineering an 
Important Undertaking—A Stop 
to be Put to the Operatio 


of Speculators. — ~4

NEW YORK, Dec. 7.—A dispatch to a 
morning paper from Yorkville, 8S. C., says 
that the farmers of York county are in a 
high pitch of excitement over a scheme of 
John T. Roddey, a New York cotton 
broker, to orggnize the cotton producers 
of the South into a gigantic trust. Rod- 
dey is a hative of this county, but for the 
last few years has been doing business in 
New York. During the last ten days he 
has been here preaching his scheme to his 
old acquaintances and former associates, 
and has succeeded in working up a won- 
derful degree of enthusiasm. In an inter- 
view he said: 

“The price of cotton is now controlled 
almost absolutely by the professional 
speculators of Liverpool, New York’ and 
New Orleans. The speculators handle on 
future delivery hundreds of millions of 
bales of cotton annually. These transac- 
tions in imaginary cotton are so vast as to 
make the transactions in real cotton of 
secondary importance. They have suo- 
‘ceeded in suspending the laws -of supply 

demand. The purchase ang sale of 
hundreds of millions of bales of imaginary 
cotton tend to fix the price of the eight or 
nine million bales of actual cotton as a 
mere incident, and the result is a tre. 
mendous disadvantage to the men who 
actually produce the cotton. | 

“By proper organization the producers 
of cotton can, to an extent, put a stop to 
speculation, restore the operation of the 
laws of supply and demand, and them- 
selves realize most of the rich profits that 
are sucked out of the raw material-on ite

WILL INVESTIGATE. 


| A COMMISSION TO ARMENIA Is 


APPOINTED. 


President Cleveland Rescinds His 
Former Action at the Request of 
Great Britain—Atrocious 

Crime Reported.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 7.—(By Atlan- 
tic Cable.) President Cleveland has sent 
a cable message here, saying that he 
has reconsidered the decision not to send 
an American delegate with the Turkish 
commission appointed to inquire into the 
Armenian outrages, and will allow the 
American Legation here to nominate a 
delegate. The Turkish government is 
manifesting a great desire to show to 
the wers that the United States 
was first asked to send a delegate with 
the Armenian commission, but declined. 
The Earl of Kimberly, British Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs, was also 
requested to nominate a delegate and im- 
mediately assented. 


KILLED AND BURNED. 


ATHENS, Dec. 7.—A further story of 
outrage by Turks has been told here by‘ 
an eye-witness of the o@currences. An Ar- 
menian has just arrived in this city from 
Hadjin, an Armenian town, from which 
place he escaped shorily after the outrage 
was perpetrated. 

Hadjin was a town of 1209 wooden 
houses, situated near Marash. The refugee 
states that on the night of ctober 23 
four Turkish officers and two cendarmes 
set fire to the town, using petroleum to 
cause the more rapid spread of the f'ames. 
An Armenian named Meddekian Gari.bed, 
with his mother, witnessed the incendiaries 
at their work and eried for help. A Turk- 
ish official who was appealed to io send 
heip to extinguish the fire.refused to per- 
mit assistance. Garabed. was seized by or- 
der of the officials and thrown into prison. 
Three days later Garabed was killed end 
his body. was thrown into the ruins of his 
burned house. 

THE AMERICAN COMMISSIONER. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—The announce- 
ment of the Associa Press in a cable 
dispatch from Constantinople that Presi- 
dent Cleveland had reconsidered his orig- 
ina] intention and decided to send an 
American delegate with the Turkish com- 
mission to inquire into the Armenian out- 
rages was shown to Secretary Gresham to- 
day. The department has been much in 
the dark Officially as to the Armenian troub- 
les, but at last information was received 
that warranted action and this has been 
anounced. 

The course of the United States has 
been marked by great prudence and a de- 
sire to refrain as far as the dictates of 
humanity weuld permit from any entan- 
glement in European politics. As the 
signatory powers of the Berlin treaty at 
the close of the Turko-Russian war had 
bound themselves to look after the wel- 
fare of Christians in Turkey, it would 
have been an unwarranted interference by 
the United States in the affairs of those 
countries had this government taken any 
steps without solicitation from one or 
more of these powers beyond caring for 
the interests of ‘Umited States citizens in 
Turkey. So when Turkey requested Min- 
ister Terell to name a member of a com- 


. Mittee on inquiry the request was, for 


political.reasons, declined, 

Turkey had naturally turned first to the 
United States, as the only Christian power 
whose conclusions would be likely to carry 
weight with the Christian world upon 
whose absolute disinterestedness she coul« 
rely. The Christians of Europe were all 
under suspicion of having designs upon 
Turkish integrity, and yet it was n 
sary in order to stem the tide of rising in- 
dignation to place a Christian in the Com- 
mittee of Inquiry if its findings were to-be 
conclusive upon Europe. The United States 
having declined to join, the Porte was 
obliged to yield to the extent of permitting 
the European governments to name com- 
missioners. 

Up to this point the government had 
been in doubt as to the reality of the re- 
ported outrages. The Turkish government 
had declared positively that the Armenian 
affair was nothing but a rebellion, and it 
had been suppressed in a legitimate man- 
ner. There had been a battle, some sixty 
or seventy Turkish soldiers had been killed 
and the rebels lost 500 or 600 men. But 
at this juncture came reports from the 
trusted agents discrediting official re- 
ports of the Turkish government, 
and. affording reason for the belief 
that the Armenians had been terribly out- 
raged. Then Great Britain appealed to 
the United States in the interest of justice 
and to assure a report above suspicion 
and above contravention of the Turks 
themselves, to appoint a member of the 
committee on Inquiry. This appeal turned 
the tide and induced the President to re- 
consider his first decision. But to avoid 
any appearance of entanglement with 
other. powers, which might in the end 
result in making the United States an 
active party to a controversy with which 
it is contended this government has prop- 
erly nothing to do, it was decided that 


the American representative should. while. 


accompanying the committee, act with ab- 
solute independence, should hear what he 
could in Armenia and instead of joining 
in the conclusions of the committee should 
make a separate report to the State De- 
partment. d 
Probably because of. his nearness to the 
scene of trouble and also his antecedents, 
Mila A. Jewett, United States Consul at 
Sivas. was selocted to act as the represen- 
tative of the United States in making the 
investigation.

CITY OF MEXICO (Mex.,) Dec. 7.—The 
latest reports from the Guatemala front- 
ier state that a Mexican colonel, a mem- 
ber of the staff of Gen. Lullane, has 
been assassinated by the Guatemalans, 
and, frpm unofficial sources, it is learned 
that a company of 170 Mexicans had a 
skirmish with 400 Guatemalan guerrillas, 
in which two Mexican soldiers were killed. 
This particular body of mounted Guate- 
malans is reported as still hovering about 
in the vicinity of the Mexican troops, 
but it is believed thad after making .the 
attack they retired to the Guatemala 
sidé of the international line.

The other 
paintings in the collection were sold at low 
prices. The sale altogether realized $21,537.

A Hennessey, Okla., dispatch says that a 
posse of farmers has been following a band 
of horse and cattle-thieves near Glose Moun- 
tains, in Cheyenne and Arapahoe counties, 
seventy miles west of Hennessey. They cap- 
tured three thieves and drove the rest away, 
after wounding several. 

At Rawlins, Wyo., Frank Howard was 
hanged yesterday for the murder of Charlies 
Horn at Dixon, December 31, 1893, in a fit 
of jealous rage caused by Horn's attentions 
to Grace Bigtold. Howard was calm, but 
very pale. He made no statement. His neck 
was broken by the fall. 

Shelby & Soaper, proprietors of the Hen- 
derson, Ky., Hominy Mills, have assigned. 
The liabilities are estimated between $80,000 
and $90,000, and it is hardly thought the as- 
sets will pay over 59 cents on the dollar of 
indebtedness. The mill is one of the largest 
and best-equipped in the country. 

A Linneus, Mo., dispatch says that Sheriff 
Barton has received word from Marceline 
that the First Natiogal Bank of that city 
was broken into Wedffesday night, the vault 
blown open with dynamite and $6000 stolen. 
Later advices direct from Marceline, Mo., say 
the cracksmen failed to get a cent in the 
First National Bank. , 

Pierre Gray, son of ex-Gov. Gray of In- 
diana, and his private secretary, has had a 
relapse and his physicians have advised a 
surgical operation, in the faint. hope of af- 
fording another lease of life. He lingered at 
death’s door about a year ago, but a surgical 
operation saved him. His family are fearful 
of the result, and have wired ex-Gov. Gray, 
who is in Mexico, of his son’s condition. 

Yesterday, while excavation was in progress 
near Elm Hill avenue, Boston, six men were 
badly injured by an explosion of dynamite. 
A train of dynamite cartridges had been 
fixed for blasting rocks. Some exploded, but 
one or two failed, and the workmen were dig- 
ging out cartridges when one exploded. The 
following were probably fatally hurt: James 
Clancey, James Gately, P. Leonard, John Mc- 
Shane and John Cronan. The last two may 
recover. 

The result of the election of the secretaries 
of the Reichstag was announced yesterday at 
Berlin. The Socialistic candidate was de- 
feated. The Socialists demanded representa- 
tion in the Presidential Bureau in proportion 
to their numbers, but when the president of 
the Reichstag, Herr Von Levetzow, asked 
them whether they were disposed to under- 
take the duties connected with such repre- 
sentation, they replied with an emphatic 
negative.

Bradstreet’s Review. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 7.—Bradstreet's review of 

trade tomorrow will say that at larger East- 
ern cities trade has resumed the, character- 
istics of the holiday season. The demand 
from jobbers is mainly to fill out depleted 
stocks and activity is mainly among retail- 
ers. At the South there is a reasonable ac- 
tivity in staple goods, with a moderate im- 
provement at Nashville, Chattancosa, Savan- 
nah, Augusta and Jacksonville. Southern 
jobbers are paying as much attention to col- 
lecting bills as to solling goods. At Charles* 
ton, Memphis and Birmingham trade is quiet 
and unchanged. New Orleans and Galveston 
likewise send unfavorable reports of the 
movements of merchandise, but at the first- 
named points the free marketing of crops 
makes money more plentiful, though the de- 
mand for funds is small. There has been a 
moderate gain in the distribution of groceries, 
shoes and light hardware from Galveston, 
but sales of dry goods are dull. Among cen- 
tral Western cities, Cleveland and Cincinnati 
are exceptional in reporting gains in the de- 
mand in a few lines, and at the first-named 
from manufacturers. The movement of sta- 
ple merchandise from Detroit and Louisville 
is characterized as featureless. At Chicago, 
sales of clothing exceed those of the like 
period of 1891, but the distribution of shoes, 
rubber goods and hardware is smaller. St. 
Louis jobbers report the heaviest demand 
from near-by country dealers to fill in stocks 
and a better feeling in the iron and steel 
trade. Kansas City jobbers send an encour- 
aging report, based on efforts to push trade 
in Texas and favorable results, North of 
Kansas City, because of Chicago trade, re- 
ports are less favorable, of unseasonable open 
weather, and throughout Nebraska and ad- 
jacent regions owing to the need of rain. Ag- 
gregate Duluth shipments by lake are 1,000,- 
000 tons over 1893, but the receipts are a 
trifle smaller. The tendency of prices is to 
increased firmness, the list of staples showing 
advances being longer than that on which 
uoctations are not maintained. As at Lon- 
on, wool sales closed 5 per cent. higher 
than the opening for good varieties, that 
staple is réyarded as advanced, elthough quo- 
tations for Territories and nominally only 
steady. American purchases at London 
amount to 5,500,000 bales. Western tanners 
report a 7 per cent. advance in the prices 
of calf-skins, and Chicago announces sales 
of pig-iron and St. Louis of scrap-iron at 
improved quotations. More important *de- 
creases in quotations refer to sugar, cotton 
and lard. Live hogs have been lower at 
Kansas City but higher at Omaha. Merchants 
and manufacturers are reported anticipating 
that business will remain well within con- 
servative lines during the winter, with a 
gy increase in the spring. There have 
been 3 bushels of wheat (flour included) 
eee? from the United States (Canada 
none) this week, as compared with 2,538,000 
bushels in the like age a year ago, 4,404,000 
bushels two years ago, 6,033,000 bushels three 
| years ago, and 2.641 000 bushels in the first 
week of December, : p interests in 
California have been improv by seasonable 
rains throughout that State. San Francisco 
wheat exporters are expecting an early short- 
age in tonnage.

NOVEL DAMAGE SUIT. 


A Restaurant Man Places a High 
Value on a Sign. 


The damage suit of Hereta vs. the Los 
Angeles Electric Lighting Company came 
up before Justice Seaman yesterday, and 
after listening to argument he took the 
case under advisement for a few days be- 
fore rendering a decision. Hereta, in his 
complaint, states that he is proprietor of © 
the Creamerie restaurant on Main street, 
and that the lighting company took down 
his sidewalk sign, a pole and transparency, 
without his consent, and sold the pole. 
For the latter he asked $1, and for the 
loss of his only sign, the transparency, for 
forty-four days, he asked $289 damages: 

The cerporation claimed that the trans- 
parency had been taken down with the 
consent of Mr. Hereta, and that the pole 
had been disposed of through mistake, 
and that they had tendered Hereta $10 in 
payment for it, which he had refused. The 
$289 damages they claimed it would not 
be right to impose upon them for the rea- 
son that it was illegal for anyone to 
erect sidewalk poles under the ordinances, 
and also that plaintiff was not entitled to 
damages for a wrong he had never tried 
to remedy for forty-four days. 


WEST LOS ANGELES. 


WEST LOS ANGELES, Dec. 7.—(Special 
Correspondence.) The recent rains have 
inspired everything with newness of life, 
and business of all kinds is vying with 
nature to make the present season one 
of the livelicst in the history of the sub- 
urb. 

People are still building and improving, 
but with all the building the vacant 
houses are scarcer than ever before in the 
history of the city.

The advocates of the measure 
claim that an open storm sewer on the 
north side of ithe railroad would carry off 
all the surface water from Figueroa and 
the north, and which might find an outlet 
into the Baldwin slough, permission for 
which, it is understood, has already 
been given. The argument is also ad- 
vanced that a sewer down Western ave- 
nue, into which sewers from Washington, 
Adams, Jefferson and other streets might 
discharge, emptying into the grand out- 
fall sewer, would constitute a system of 
sewerage perfectly feasible and effectual. 

Of course, there is opposition to coming 
into the city, chiefly on account of the in- 
crease of taxes, but the advocates are ear- 
nest in the position that the benefits to 
be derived in fire and police protection, 
light and water privileges, oe 
of public improvements, woul 
compensate for the extra taxation. The 
conclusion is forcing itself upon us that 
many of these improvements are impera- 
tive, and that they must be had either 
finder the wing of the city of Los Angeles 
or through a separate government, whieh 
many believe would be less satisfactory 
and more expensive than under the ebty. 
The season has again arrived when side- 
walks and crossings and street gradings 
are badly needed, and as;they cannot be 
satisfactorily attained without some kind 
of a government, it will naturally keep

DELINQUENT BOOK BORROWERS 
CAUSE TROUBLE. 


The management of the Public Library 
is having a good deal more trouble than 
has ever been experienced before with de- 
linquent book borrowers. A large num- 
ber of responsible people have neglected 
to return books which they have taken 
from the library, and the fines imposed 
upon such delinquency have in many cases 
aggregated a round sum. 

Book-borrowers, it will be understood, 
are each required before taking out a card 
entitling them to books for home reading 
to either make a deposit of $5 or else have 
some responsible citizen sign as_ their 
surety for the safe return of the books 
borrowed, and the payment of all fines ac- 
— from delinquency in such 

ks. 

According to the city charter all city 
officers are prohibited from going on bonds 
of this-sort. There are, however, a great

The trial of the case of J. H. Coleman 
vs. J. Downey Harvey, as administrator 
of the estate of John G. Downey, de- 
ceased, was commenced before Judge Mc- 
Kinley and a jury in Department Six 
yesterday afternoon, but was not con- 
cluded, and will be taken up again to- 
day.

BARBARA THE SAINT. 


CELEBRATION OF HER BIRTH- 
- DAY ANNIVERSARY. re 


interesting Ceremonies at Santa Bar- 
bara Last Tuesday—The Gloomy 
Past and the Bright — 
Present. 


SANTA BARBARA, Dec. 4, 1894.—(Spe- 
cial Correspondence.) Today is Santa Bar- 
bara’s birthday; not the city’s, nor the 
mission’s only, from which the city takes 
its name, but the dear saint herself, to 
whom the mission is dedicated. 

Would you hear her ‘story? It is old, 
very old, almost as old as that of the 
blessed Savior, for whose sake she gave 
her young life just when she had crossed 
the threshold of womanhood, with all its 
sweet mystery and promise beyond. It is 
a pathetic story, and I tell it to you as 
*twas told to me by one of the mission 
fathers: 

It was 1635 years ago today that a beau- 
tiful baby girl came into the home of one 
Dioscorus, a rich and influential man of 
noble birth, who lived in what is now a 
small town in Asia, called Askemid, then 
known as Nicomedia, capital of ancient 
Bethynia. 

The little Barbara, for so she was called, 
proved to be gifted with an intelligence 
quite as extraordinary as her beauty, and 
a sweet and gentle disposition. Although 
an only child and idolized by her father, 
who lavished on her every luxury that his 
great wealth could command, her heart re- 
mained singularly pure and unaffected. 

As she approached maturity, Dioscorus 
was filled with\jealous fear lest some one 
would win his daughter from him, and 
she leave the varental home for one of 
another making. Determining to prevent 
this and retain all her affection for him- 
self, he had a very high tower built, and 
in this the youthful Barbara was doomed 
to live, seeing no one but her servants 
and teachers, yet surrounded with all her 
former luxury. So great was her filial de- 
votion that she seems not to have objected 
to this mode of life, but accepted it with 
gentle obedience, and devoted herself en- 
tirely to study, of which she was passion- 
ately fond. In this she was indulged by 
her father, who realized the superiority 
of her mind and provided the best in- 
structors of the time. 

Dioscorus was a most idolatrous pagan, 
and worshiped his idols with an all-absorb- 
ing superstition; but Barbara, through one 
of her teachers, heard of Origen, the great 
Christian scholar (some of whose learned 
writings are still extant) communicated 
with him by some means, receiving his 
instructions, accepted his faith, and was 
finally baptized. Believing chastity to be 
one of the greatest of virtues, she re- 
mounced the world and consecrated herself 
to a life of holiness in the service of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

In the meantime, Dioscorus, who was an 
intensely-selfish man, as may be inferred, 
found that the family aggrandizement 
could be greatly promoted, and his own 
power increased by her alliance with a 
certain distinguished person, and all his 
plans regarding her were at once altered. 

Repairing one day to hér tower, he told 
her, with many blandishments, of his 
scheme, and begged her to accept an offer 
which meant so much to them both. So 
Tepulsive was the thought, and in direct 
opposition to her holy vows, that she ex- 
pressed her disapprobation with much de- 
cision, and, her father left her and went 
on a long ‘journey, hoping on his return 
to find her more tractable. But instead: 
she was as firm as ever, though she re- 
ceived him with great kindness, and as- 
sured him that her love for him was so 
intense that there was no room in her af- 
fections for another. She besought him to 
permit her to come down from the tower’ 
and minister to him, as he was now get- 
ting old and needed. her care and. com- 
panionship. To this he readily consented, 
believing that by mingling with the world 
she would soon discern the wisdom of his 

n entering the home of her chi 
her eyes fell on the idols with on woeagerd 
was filled. Overwhelmed with indignation 
at their presence, she expressed her a 
horrence for them and her belief in the 
God of the Christians. So cnraged did 
Diocorus become that, in order to sub.-. 
due her and compel the worship of idols, 
he gave her up to be punished as a Chris- 
tian. She bore her inflictions with sweet 
humility and Christian grace, and, finding 
her inexorable, the judge ordered that 
she be beheaded. It is said ‘that her 
father asked, as a special privilege, that 
he be appointed her executioner. 
‘To the last she never faltered, but with 
the calm and beautiful radiance of a 
Saint gave herself up, a martyr to the 
Christian religion. But the moment the 
revolting deed was committed, Dioscorus. 
suffered the-penalty of his cri struck’) 
dead by the hand of the living » who 
avenges the death of his saints. 

Her martyrdom oceurred in the reign | 


of the barbarous Maximinus, who wan! 


eight feet. tall, and: wore his wife’s brace- 
let for a finger ring. He became Hmperor 
of Rome in 235, anil put to’ death; thou- 
sands of people. He was so cruel and 
rapacious, even in that cruel time, that 
in an insurrection he lost his life at. the 
hands of his own soldiers. 

The feast of Santa Barbara, virgin end 
martyr, is found in the ‘Greek, Latin, 
Syriac and Muscovite calendars, and oc- 
curs on the 4th of December, the day 
on which, in 1786,.the holy cross was 
erected on the site of Santa Barbara 
Mission. 

This is the story of Santa Barbara, 
as told to me by one of the mission fath- 
ers, and today her birth is celebrated with | 
great solemnity by the gray friars at the 

The church is newly swept and gar- 
nished, the altars freshly dressed in snow- 
white altar cloths, edged with wide lace 
of becoming fineness, and surmounted with 
many candles and a great profusion of 
brilliantly-colored paper flowers, only seen 
on rare occasions, while the saint herself, 
high. above the altar, has a vase of pam- 
pas plumes and a tall candle on either 
side, and a bouquet of paper flowers at 
her feet. A light burns before St. Fran- 
cis of Assissi, and the Christ bending 
down to him from the cross, and one be- 
fore Mary and Jesus after the ‘crucifix- 
ion, and all the saints have been re- 
membered and received some sort of dec- 
oration. 

A mass was said at 6 o’clock in the 
morning and high mass two hours later, 
and again services in the afternoon. 

The day is peculiarly fitting the com- 
memoration of a life so sweet and sad. 
A soft haze obscures the sun, and the 
warm, dreamy air is so still that the 
pendant pepper branches sway only with 
the weight of the robins and: bluebirds 
and linnets that flit in and out among 
them, and twitter their joy in existence. 
A solitary visitor, who came ‘early and 
remains all day at the mission, sits si- 
Iently on the stone steps for hours, with 
eyes half closed, yet seeing the fishes 
in the great fountain, the chattering 
birds, the ships on the ocean, and -all 
the beauty of landscape that has charmed 
the beholder ever since Father Junipero 
first looked upon the wondrous picture 
and said: “Here will. I plant the holy 
cross.”” The distant crowing of a cock 
is heard, the rumble of a far-away train, 
the sleepy drone of a bee and the occa- 
sional sound of a heavy footfall within 
the mission’s massive walls, but never 
the sound of a human voice to break the 
stillness, nor sight of a human face, 
except as a carriage now and then drives 
along the roadway at a little distance. 
‘A few vigorous peals from the belfry 
tower startle the air, but there is no 
response—all is tranquility and repose. 
Surely one might here dream his life 
away, unconscious of the flight of time, 
or of the busy, pleasure-loving, struggling, 
suffering world without. 

But the wind now stirs the banana 
leaves; there is a continuous sound of 
footsteps within; a clatter of dishes, the 
bells ring again and again, a murmur of 
deep voices is heard and for a time the 
spell of silence is broken; but only for a 
time—then everything is as hushed/as be- 
fore, ‘until preparations are g for 
the 3 o’clock service. 

As various toned bells ring out from 
the old tower, the solitary visitor glances 
up at the statue of Santa Barbara in a 
high niche over the entrance—a statue 
which has lost its. arms and back head 
in its more than a century of battle with 
time—and enters the church. A friar en- 
ters at a side door, and whispering as he 
passes, “It is devotions now,”’ ascends the 
stairs to the organ loft and wakens a low, 
wavering melody and as the devout Cath- 
olic finds a seat in che center of the room. 
The candles are lighted; there is an odor 
of burning incense; the services have be- 


gun. 

‘The robe of the officiating priest is very 
costly and beautiful; his voice is rich and 
full he responds, to the choir of gray- 

monks. Two or,.three figures clad 
in black, with heads draped in rebosas, 
glide softly in, and after crossing them- 
selves with holy water from the stone 


mortars, made by their ancestors so many | 


years ago, kneel at the forms nearest the 
door and perform their devotions. There 
are no seats there, so they kneel during 
the entire service. Several dark-hued 
children kneel beside them, and opposite 
are two well dressed young men with the 
same swarthy features. Two or three more 
persons in more modern apparel, with 
fairer skins, yet with the penetrating 
dark eyes peculiar to their race, take seats 
well in front. .Otherwise the old mission 
is empty. 

Once the thin-faced, fair-haired priest 
passes down the aisle, over the trap door 
through which the former priests who have 
passed away were lowered into their last 
resting-place beneath the high altar; but 
if he misses them or their people, or feels 
aught of the loneliness, his face does not 
show it. 

Some of the best-known of the friars 

are absent, too. Father O’Keefe is at San 
Juan Capistrano with his young novitiates; 
Father Hugo-fts in Chicago; and Brother 
Anthony, who for forty years has been a 
familiar figure about the mission, never 
being absent from it but twice in all that 
time, and then only on a short errand to 
the town—Brother Anthony, who was al- 
ways at hand to answer the _ tourist's 
questions or show them up the long, dark 
staircase to the belfry tower—is now 80 
years old:‘and too infirm to leave his cell, 
except once a day, when he shuffles out 
into the sunshine for a little while for his 
daily exercise. 
‘But with all the changes time has 
wrought, the services are just as beauti- 
ful and just as devout as if the hundreds 
of neophytes still filled the long, curi- 
ously ornamented nave, instead of the lit- 
tle handful of people, who worship today 
in memory of Santa Barbara. M. C. F.

THIRD 


J. H. Conrad Again Tries to 
Kill Himself. 


Despondent and Practically Penniless 
He Wanted to End His 
Life. 


Formerly a Well-known and Prosper- 
ous Business Man of Butte, 
Mont.—A Very Sad 
Case 


A mart named Joseph H .Conrad at- 
tempted suicide Thursday night, and his 
condition was not discovered until yester- 
day morning about 10 o'clock. He was 
taken to the Receiving Hospital, where 
Dr. Bryant treated him for morphine 
poisoning, and at last reports the man was 
alive, though in such a critical condition 
that his chances for life were only very 
meager. 

Thursday afternoon about 2 o’clock he 
went to the Reed House on First street 
and engaged a room, saying he would leave 
it at 6 o’clock. He went to bed immedi- 
ately, but before retiring requested the 
landlady to bring him a glass of fresh 
water, which she did. It was in this glass 
of water that Conrad swallowed the mor- 


phine. 

At 6 o’clock he had not gone, but Mrs. 
Reed thought nothing of this until yester- 
day. At 10 a.m. yesterday the man had 
mot yet gone, so she procured a ladder 
and, looking in over the transom, saw 
that he was lying in bed breathing heavily 
and painfully, while his face and hands | 
were very much discolored. She immedi- 
ately sent word to che police, and when 
the patrol wagon responded the man and 
his effects were removed to the Receiving 
Hospital. The stomach pump was promptly 
applied and the usual treatment was given 
him. He had taken almost half a bottle 
of morphine from a cylindrical bottle about 
an inch and a half in diameter at the base 
and two inches long—enough to kill sev- 
eral men. The bottle was stamped as 
bottles containing poison are, ahd was 
put up by Powers & Wightman of Phila- 
delphia. The man had biten his tongue 
and cheeks, and his mouth was bloody and | 
frothy. 

It was learned from a friend of his, H.. 
T. L. Bingham, with whom he had in- 
tended traveling to Guatemala, that Con- 
rad had been a successful commission mer- 
chant in Helena and Butte, Mont., and that 
he has two brothers who afte bankers, one 
in Albuquerque, N. M., and the other in 
Butte, Mont. It was to the latter that 
Conrad sent his wife the very day he 
planned his suicide, and she and her two 
little daughters are traveling along un- 
conscious of the condition of the husband 
and father. It seems Conrad had done well 
in business until the closing of the silver 
mines compelled him to close his doors: 
and though he possesses real property in 
Montana, he has been unable to realize on 
it and has been very much embarrassed 
and despondent. . 

Since his arrival here, about six months 
ago, he has been devoting a good part of 
his time to playing poker, a pastime that 


_ he seems to have thought was sufficiently 


distracting to ease his mind, but he lost 
heavily at that, so sent his family north 
while he was plannig with Mr. Bingham a 
trip through Mexico to Guatemala where 
he expected to build up his fallen fortunes. 

But the departure of his family’ made 
Seeeeenent, and his losses left him almost 
penniless, so he spent several hours tcok- 
ing around town for his friend Bingham, 
and, not finding him, went and engaged the 
room in which he had planned to die.) 
When found he had only forty cents on 
his person. 

He was an incessant smoker of cigarettes 
and it is supposed by many that this habit 
Was muck to blame for his condition. This 
is his third attempt at suicide by the 
same route, the second attempt having 
been made last August in his room at the 
Hollenbeck, at which time he had a very 
narrow escape from death. This time he 
may be more successful. 

Late last night twe well-dressed gentle- 
men went to the police station and in- 
formed the clerk that Mrs. Conrad and 
children had not left town as the husband 
had supposed, but were still at the Belle- 


vue Terrace Hotel, where they had been |. 


boarding. She fad not gone and the long 
absence of her husband caused her such 
uneasiness that she instituted the inquiry. 
She was not aware of his condition. Up 
to a late hour the man was still alive. 


ANOTHER UNFORTUNATE. 


‘A. H. Weir Commits Suicide by Tak- 


ing Laudanum. 


A. H. Weir, who resided at No. 225 
Downey avenue, was found dying in> the 
willows up the river late yesterday after- 
noon, and was carried to the County Hos- 
pital, where he died later in the evening. 

A stockman riding slong the river heard 
a noise of gasping breathing in the brush 
and, upon investigating, found the man 
lying there with a two-ounce lau@anum 
Everything possible 
was done for him at the hospital, but the 
poison had too inuch time in which to 
take effect, and the man expired without | 
fegaining consciousness. 

He was an cld man, who worked for 
the Southern Pacific Railway as watchman 
He left two let- 
ters in his pockets, which will explain his 
motives. The first was dated, but not 
addressed, and read as follows: 

“LOS ANGELES, Dac. 7, ’94. 

“T have had‘catarrh thirty-three years, 
and there are times when it almost sets 
me wild and { hope that my darling wife, 
son and daughter vill furzive me for 
taking this step. I took laudanum. Son, 
you must be good to your mother. I re- 
side at No. 225 Downey. avenue. My-name 
is A. H. Weir.”’ 

The second reads: 

“Mr. Stephens: I very much regret to 
leave you in this way, but 1 have been 
troubled with catarrh sv long that my 
eyeg trouble me very much. Then in 
wet weather the catarrh almost strangles 
me. I hope you will forgive me for acting 
in this way. So J wilh hid you good-by, 
thanking you for all your kindness, I am 


* your true friend and brother. 


“A. H. WEIR.”

PROF. T. 8. 0. LOWE THINKS IT 
FEASIBLE. 


He Also Takes Issue with Prof. Bar- 
nard on the Heat Waves— 
Places Where They do not 


During his recent visit to Chicago Prof. 

. 8S. C. Lowe inspected and passed an 
opinion on the new form of telescope in- 
vented by a man in that city, giving the 
system, as quoted in an Associatéd Press 
dispatch, his unqualified indorsement. He 
was asked today for his opinion on the 
San Diego scheme to mount such a tele- 
scope on @ mountain’in the back coun- 
try of that county, and also what he had 
to say about Prof. Barnard’s criticism of 
the Chicago man’s idea, as given in a 
dispatch printed in Friday’s Times. 

“Well,”-said the professor, ‘‘as for the 
I don’t want to say 
much, but you know San Diego. The 
new form of telescope referred to I ex- 
amined in Chicago. The inventor has suc- 
ceeded in making a seven-inch glass out 
of numbers of sectfons of lenses, as he 
proposes to make a large one, and it is 
perfect. Through his seven-inch telescopé 
I could plainly see the belts of Jupiter and 
their colors, as well as the spots on Mars, 
and that was in an atmosphere much in- 
ferior to ours. Now, in my opinion, if 
a seven-inch glass can be made perfect 

this system it seems possible to 

a larger one. Any one would be rash to 
take issue with Prof.. Barnard on any 
astronomical subject. He is right in the 
main in what he says about the trotible 
that astronomers experience with heat 
waves in the atmosphere, and though it 
is not possible to quiet these waves, it is 
quite feasible to find locations where such 
disturbances do-not exist. If Prof. Bar- 
nard were familiar with the atmospheric 
conditions on the summit of the Sierra 


,Madre range of mountains back of Pasa- 


dena he would know where there is ho 
such trouble as he alludes to. It ig noto- 
rious,”’ said the professor, ‘‘that Mt. Ham- 


‘ilton has such a variabie climate that the 


very waviness of the air is very distress- 
ing to astronomical observers, but that is 
no sign that @ condition exits 
everywhere. Without disputing anything, 
Prof: Barnard says, except as to the pos- 
sibility of finding quiet atmosphere, which 
permits perfect observation, I still think 
that it is quite possible to construct the 
greatest telescope after the plan of the 
Chicago man. The difficulty of making 
great lenses in one piece is in the ap- 
parent impossibility of getting a piece of 
glass the required size which shall be 
free from intperfections. With a great 
glass, made perfectly-fitted — small 
lenses, it seems quite practicable.”’ 

“How about San Diego as a location for 
an observatory?’ was asked. . 

““Well,”” was the reply, “if you go inland 
you will find the heat waves worse than 
almost anywhere else, for there is more 
heat. There are favorable conditions on 
these Sierra Madre Mountains, not to 
be found anywhere else in the world.”

certain recommendations. In this report 
was the following paragraph: 

“Now we find an almost universal op- 
position ‘to C. E. Mayne as president of. 
said road. Owing to this opposition the 
proper encouragement is not given. We 
recognize Mr. Mayne’s services and con- 
sider him well qualified for the position 
of president, and believe his ability would 
be of valuable assistance in carrying out 
the scheme, but the indorsement of San 
Diego is vital to the enterprise. Judging 
from a month’s experience and the facta. 
brought out in interviews with our citi- 
zens we realize the utter impossibility of 
harmonizing the antagonistic elements.” 

It was recommended that H. L. Story 
be chosen president of the road. Mr. 
Story is bélieved to be a man of business 
ability. The transfer of his property to 
his wife.a few years ago caused comment. 
In discussing the report of the committee 
Citizen G. W. Magwood, a dealer in sec- 
‘ond-hand articles, felt called upon to 
favor the retention of Mr. Mayne, whom 
he considered an all-round rustier of ac- 
knowledged ability. Mr. -Magwood called 
attention to the great need of a railroad 
connecting San Diego with the outside 
world, referring to the injury being 
to this city by persons in Los Angeles who 
deliberately misrepresented the condition 
of affairs here. 

On motion of Judge Kinney the refer- 
ence to the opposition to Mayne was 
stricken out of the committee’s report. 
The following resolution was then adopted: 

“Resolved, that the people of San ego 
‘assembled in the Chamber of Commerce 
to discuss and consider the project in- 
augurated by C. E. Mayne to. build a rail- 
road from Diego eastward, known as 
the San Diego Pacific, do hereby regret 
the resignation of Mr, Mayne as president 
of said road, and hereby tender to him 
the thanks of this meeting for the serv- 
ices he has rendered in connection there- 
with.”’ 

A few hours before this meeting some 
of the chief promoters of the meeting ad- 
mitted to the Times correspondent that 
with a man of Mayné’s hotorious business 
record as president, the San Diego Pacific

Proad could not possibly be built. The 


resolution does not represent the senti- 
ment of the«reliable business men of San 
Diego. It reftesents the feeling of a small 
packed meeting of enthusiasts, some of 
whom may be by motives of hon- | 
est interest in. the welfare of San Diego, 
but some of whom are’ regarded with sus- 
picion by the sensible San Diegans who 
have done and will do moré for San Diego’s 
advancement than will a d of business 
adventurers mixed up with a sprinkling 
of misguided, honest men. It is said that 
Eugene V. Debs, leader of the’A:R.U., will 
come here to investigate the proposed 
road. Debs.is the man who last summer 
advised railroad men to ‘‘save your money 
and buy a gun,”’ with the implied purpose 
of overturning law and order. Mr. Bach- 
man, one of the officers of the road, was 
local leader of the A.R.U. here on July 4, 
who impudently asked that the A.R.U. 
lodge be allowed first place in the pro- 
cession, in advance of the United States 
flag, and ‘the United States and State 
troops. The weak-kneed marshal of the 


lowed this impudent leader to march his 
command ahead of the G.A.R. post, much 
to the disgust of the veterans who had 
risked their lives for the flag which the 
A.R.U. was at that moment striving to 
drag in the dust by’the resistance to law 
and order throughout the land.

How the Rain Will 


Help 
Real Estate. | 


Openings for Investment in the Sub- 
division of Large 


Tracts. 


Another Big Block to go Up on 
Broadway—Important Street Im- 
provements—Central Ave- 
nue—Building Notes. 


The past week has been a quiet one 
in real estate circles, During the early 
part of the week politics interfered to 
@ considerable extent with business, and 
latef the rain. There will, however, soon 
be a reaction. The rain has come at 
length, and the croakers have gone to 
hide themselves. These rs always 
appear about the month of November, 
and begin to talk about. a dry season, a 
failure of crops, the country going: to 
the dogs, and so forth. 

THE MOURNFUL CROAKER. 
We all know this kind of an individual, 


‘a sort of prophet of evil, who lifts up 


an regard to 


his voice, not in the desert, but among 
the gardens and palm trees of Los Ange- 
les. He does not seem at all appropriate 
in this land of sunshine and flowers, but 
he is here, all the same. He is the 
terror of the enterprising real estate 
dealer, for just about the time when the 
latter has laid his plans to dispose of a 
considerable amount of property to new 
‘arrivals, who come in from the East about 
that time, the croaker goes around among 
these people and whispers in their ears 
doleful premonitions of coming disaster, 
advising them to “go slow,” and to wait 
before they invest in land which might 
possibly be dried up or blown away within 
the next twelve months. Under ordinary 
circumstances, the opinion of such men 
would not have much weight, but, as it 

ns, most of people who come 
to Southern California from the Bast are 
full, up to the neck, with suspicions in re- 

to this section. They have heard so 
necesaity for irrigation, which most o 
them suppose applies to everything that 
about our real estate 
886-7—many of 
whom, it must be admittéd, were rather 
difficult customers to deal with, but then 
they mostly came from the EHast—that 
when they are tackled by a person who 
has land for sale they resemble, to a 
great extent, a mountain trout, and are 
very difficult to land. For this reason, 
the Southern California croaker is held in 
great disesteem by the real estate men 
of these parts. Their patronage is not 
so great that they can afford to miss any 
chances of making a trade. 

COUNTRY PROPERTY. 

The blessed rain, which has been fall- 
ing thick upon the just real estate agent 
and the unjust prophet of evil will have 
a particularly stimulating effect upon the 
sale of country property. As a rule, the 
majority of investors who come here from 
the Hast are inclined to put their money 
into.inside city real estate, because it is 
easier to handle and they can figure up 
more closely just about much they 
are going to make out of it. It is a fact, 
however, that for a mam who is willing 
to devote himself to the business and has 
a considerable amount of capital to in- 


about one-third that of the county, includ- 
ing the city. In 1890 the population of 
the city had increased to 50 per cent. of 
the total population of the county. This 
shows that the city had grown ahead of 
the county, and that there was room for 
expansion in the outlying sections. Such 
expansion has been been going on during 
the past two or three years to a greater 
extent than many of us who do not often 
journey outside of the city are aware, 
but there is stili much more room for de- 
velopment in this direction. 


PLENTY OF VACANT LAND. 


Between Point Concepcion and the Mex- 
ican line there are still many hundreds 
of thousands acres of fertile soil that are 
in the same condition as when the flocks 
and herds of the Mission fathers ranged 
over the mesas and foothills of Southern 
California. Santa Barbara county  con- 
sists mostly today of large ranches, which 
are chiefly utilized for sheep pasturage. 
It is true that much of this land is very 
hilly, or even mountainous, but there is a 
large percentage of excellent valley and 
foothill land upon which most of the val- 
uable crops that are a specialty of this 
section can be successfully raised, and in 
many cases without irrigation. The same 
is true to a great extent of Ventura 
county. Coming into Los Angeles county 
there is found a great area of land, in- 
cluding almost one-fourth of the area of 
the county, embraced in the square formed 
by the line of the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road east and north, and by the county 
lines between: Ventura and Kern counties.

. THE. OIL. BUSINESS. 


Several new ofl wélls have been started 


‘during the past week, but most property- 
owners, who have been thinking of boring 
within the city limits, will wait until after. 
the court has rendered a decision in the 
case which comes up in a few days. As 
was expected, the rain of this week 
washed some oil down to the lower part 
of town, and this will be used as an ar- 
gument by the property-owners in that 
section to show that a serious nuisance 
been created. The oil men say that 
they are not only willing, but anxious, to 
take any reasonable precaution, and to 
avoid making a nuisance. They have 
taken the initiative by banking up some 
of the low places, so as to prevent the 
oil from running out. While upon this 
subject, The Times would again suggest 
that it would be an excellent plan for the 
borers, as soon as they are able, to ar- 
range with some one to erect a small 
power-house at some convenient locality, 
and then utilize dynamos for pumping the 
oil, thus doing away with noise, gmell 
and dirt. They could pay partly for 
their power in fuel from their wells. 
Several of the latest wells that have 
been drilled in the Second-street Park sec- 
tion are giving better results than any 
of the older ones. In some cases, it is 
stated that a flow of fifty barrels a day 
of good oil has been obtained, although 
it is still very difficult to obtain any 
definite information of the output of the 
wells. Much interest now attaches to 
te wells which are being sunk in the 
northwest part, outside of the city limits. 
It is believed that if oil is struck there 
it will be of a much better quality than 
‘any that has yet been found inside the 
city. At the same time, it will go a 
long way toward settling the troublesome 
oil question, as when investofs can buy 
oil land at $100 an acre, it is not very 
likely that they will be willing to pay 
$1000. a lot, with the disadvantage of 
municipal restrictions thrown in. The 
principal oil business would then be car- 
ried on outside of the city limits. 


THE CENTRAL-AVENUE SECTION. ; 


One of the results of the oil develop- ' 
ment has been to Increase the demand for 
property in the southern part of the city, 
outside of what is now generally known 
as the oil belt. This is particularly true 
of the section along Central avenue, be- 
tween Seventh street and the city limits. 
Over a year ago, before there was any 
particular movement in this direction, at- 
tention was called in these columns to the 
inducements which were held out for in- 
vestors and home-seekers, but it is only 
during the past few months that buyers 
appear to have begun to realize the pos- 
sibilities of this section. The improve- 
ments that have been made during the 
past year are mainly due to the enterprise 
of a local real estate firm, which first 
handled the Philbin tract on Central ave- 
nue, and has since laid out the Briswal- 
ter and Adams-street tracts, near the city 
limits. Until these tracts were placed on 
the market and liberally advertised in 
the columns of The Times this section 
was to many of the citizens of Los An- 
geles a terra incognita, and there was a 
general impression that it was a low, un- 
desirable part of town, something like 
the botton lands along the Los Angeles 
River.

THE RUSSIAN CHURCH. 


THE LARGEST BODY OF CHRIS- 
TIANS IN THE WORLD. 


The Russians Were Converted from 
Heathenism by Force — Many 
Members in the United ~ 
States. 


[From a Special Contributor.) 

The news of the last few weeks has had 
much to say of the Russian church. The 
accounts of the death and burial of the 
late Czar, the conversion and betrothal 
of Princess Alix, and the marriage of Nich- 
olas II, are so interspersed with allusions 
to this, an institution almost unknown 
to Americans, that curiosity with regard 
to it has been widely aroused. 

The Holy Orthodox church of Russia 
has at least this claim to interest, that it 
is the largest body of Christians in exist- 
ence. It has more than twice as many 
members as any of the Roman Catholic 


national churches, apd its numerical 
strength certainly , to that of 
protestant in the Un tates and En- 


gland taken together. 

The Czar, governing this body by means 
of the Holy Synod, an institution of his 
own creation, is thus, after the Pope, the 
mightiest spiritual ruler of Christendom. 
Of his 90,000,000 of subjects, at least 65,- 
200,000 are members of the state church; 
and its sixty-three bishops, 90,000, secular 
clergy, 6400 monks, and 4400 nuns, are in 
effect so many faithful temporal, as well 
as spiritual, officers of “Holy Russia.” 
They form today, no doubt, the strongest 
force existing in the empire. © 

It is necessary to take a slight dip into 
general church history in order to gain 
any intelligent conception of the origin 
and nature of Russian Christianity. 

As far back as the fourth century there 
existed two great spiritual rulers to one or 
other of whom al) Christian bishops and 
péople acknowledged allegiance. These 
were the Pope of Rome, and the Patriarch 
of Constantinople. The former as repre- 
senting the only apostolic see in western 
Christendom became the supreme spiritual 
arbiter of that vast section of thé Roman 
empire. The latter as a patriarch of the 
church by decree of its councils, and as 
bishop of the new capital city of the em 
pire, secured a like supremacy over the 
greater part of the east. 

Time passed, and jealousy and strife 
inevitably marred the relations existing 
between these rulers. Under their leader- 
ship the two sections of Christendom 
grew apart, and developed many differ- 
ences as to ceremonial and ritual, with 
even a few as to doctrine. The year 880 
saw the absolute separation of the two, 
and although at various times brief recon- 
ciliations have been patched up, none has 
been of long continuance. To this day 
Eastern and Roman Catholics mutually 
regard each other as schismatics, or even 
worse as heretics. 

Naturally the first converts amongst the 
Russian people were made by missionaries 
of the Bastern Church. The earliest rec- 
ords of their labors are indefinite and hard 
to follow; but Viadimir, who ruled the 
country almost exactly a thousand years 
ago, is called the apostle of Russia, and 
certainly deserves the title in view of his 


achievements. 

That prince becoming dissatisfied with 
the idol worship then prevalent amongst 
his people, sent embassies to inquire into 
the nature of Mohammedanism, the Chris- 
tianity of Rome, and that of the Bastern 
Church, the only religions of which he 
had ever heard. The members of the 
last embassy were most cordially received 
at Constantinople; and after seeing the 
gorgeous ceremonials of the faith as per- 
formed in the great church of St. Sophia, 
were so impressed that they brought back 
to their master most favorable accounts 
of this religion. But Vladimir whilst now 
fully determined to embrace Christianity 
for himself and people, apparently also, 
not thinking it worth while to  con- 
sult their feelings in the matter, had still 
another scheme in view. He had also de- 
termined to marry, and had pitched upon 
the Princess Anna, sister of the Greek 
Emperor of Constantinople as a fitting con- 
sort. ding to kill two birds with 
one stone as it were, he sent an army to 
the gates of Constantinople and another 
embassy which demanded of the Emperor 
the hand of his sister for Vladimir, prom- 
ising that in case this was granted the 
Prince and his people would all become 
Christians, and finally, intimating that in 
case it was not granted there would prob- 
ably be trouble in that neighborhood. 

The Bmperor gracefully yielded; poor 
Anna who seems to have had little to 
say in the matter, accepted a barbarian 
husband; and Vladimir, after a brief hon- 
eymoon, hied himself away to the prose- 
cution of what proved to be phenomenally 
successful missionary labors. : 

His first step was to order the destruc- 
tion of all the idols in Russia; his second 
was to command that all persons should 
come up at once and be baptized. Under 
the circumstances then existing few 
thought of questioning their readiness for 
the reception of this sacrament, and if 
anv did it was simply so much the worse 
for those particular individuals. 

And such a baptizing. as took place dur- 
ing those days when long lines of converts 
stood by the banks of the Dnieper and 
wore out the strength of countless priests 
who plunged them ceaselessly beneath its 
waters. has never been seen before or 


since. The proc is supposed to have 
left Russia a tian 
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“Excepting its handful of megnificent 
statesmen and its military heroes,” says the 
most recent writer upon America, “the peo- 
ple owe more to Dartmouth’s physician- 
teacher than to any one man.

Viadimir is now revered as a saint. His 
name adds another to the long list of those 
who broke all the moral precepts of Chris- 
tianity while living, only to receive this 
honor after death. It is, however, but 
fair to say that history recerds a change 
for the better in his conduct, after this 
strange conversion, and credits him with 
measures designed to teach his people 
the moral as well as ceremonial duties of 
the religion thus forced upon them. 

The Russian peasant of today is per- 
haps the most truly religious man in the 
whole world. It has well been said that 
his church is still in its middle age period, 
and his own faith in, and submission to 
it, well agree with this characterization. 
Yet he is not intolerant of other relig- 
ions for in some villages Mohammedan 
mosques, heathen temples, and Christian 
churches are found peacefully existing 
side by side, and the leaven of heathen- 
ism still remaining in this most Christian 
Russian is evinced by the fact that he 
takes good care not to offend in any way 
against the heathen gods, much preferr- 
ing to keep on the good side of them. 

In doctrine the Russian Church varies 
little from that of Rome; but its public 
services whilst of the same general char- 
acter are widely different, and read in the 
Old Russian or Slavonic language. Its 
ritual is different in almost every partic- 
ular down to such details as the manner 
of making the sign of the cross, and the 
attitude of the people during divine serv- 
ice, which is always that of standing or 
kneeling, no seats being placed in any of 
the churches. Its services are more intri- 
cate, elaborate, and gorgeous, than those 
of any other form of worship in existence. 

In some minor matters of doctrine and 
discipline a closer agreement with prot- 
estantism than with the chureh of Rome, 
is to be marked. Thus, in the mass both 
the elements of bread and’ wine are ad- 
ministered to the people. Baptism is by 
immersion and always in running water.

servatism, holding fast to the traditions 
of the fathers of the old Greek church, 
and believing that the exact observance of 
all ancient rites and ceremonies without a 
hair breadth’s deviation from the doctrines 
it has received, is that which makes its 
Christianity superior to that of the rest of 
the world. 

Even Peter the Great, who at the begin- 
ning of the eighteenth century attempted 
to make some reforms, found himself 
balked by this extreme conservatism.

It has a mis- 
sion with many converts in Japan. It 
also has some representation in the United 
States. Thirteen priests, twenty-six 
churches, and 13,500 members are reported 
by the last census. 

In Alaska, 10,000 people, or more than a 
third of the entire population are members 
of this body; and during the most of the 
century past a bishop has been in resi- 
dence there, alihough more recently his 
seat has been transferred. to San Fran- 
cisco.

The rain has come at last and the croak- 
ers who, were beginning to talk about a 
dry season will have to take a back seat. 
{Jp to this writing the rain has been a 
good drenching one and as soon as it is 
over the farmers will be able to go to 
work in t.. 

The probability is that a very large area 
will be planted to grain this year, espec- 
jally barley, as stocks are light and there 
will be little if anything carried over from 
the past season. The market for barley 
in San Francisco has been firmer during 
the week and the present rain will start 
a good demand for seed. 

The rain will be a special blessing to 
those who have stock to feed, as hay 
has been so high in prices of late as to 
make it almost ruinous for those who have 
to feed many animals. 

There has been a somewhat better de- 
mand for dried fruit. Stocks are being 
cleared up in the East and the outlook 
for prices is better than it has been for 
some time past. 

The coming orange crop is beginning to 
attract some attention and there are many 
speculationS as to its amount. From the 
most authentic estimates it appears that 
it will be considerably larger than last 
year, although the crop of seedling oranges 
is light. On the other hand there will be 
a heavy crop of navels and a large area 
of new orchard will come into bearing this 
season. Most of the crop will be handled 
under the exchange system, although 
there will be some outside fruit for com- 
mission merchants to pick up. There are 
some tangerine oranges in the local mar- 
ket. 

The business of raising hogs has been 
more neglected in this season than it, 
should be, although a good many people 
have gone into the business since’ the 
Cudahy packing-house established 
here. There is, however, room for much 
greater development in this line. At the 
price paid by the packing-house—5 cents 
a pound on the hoof—there is big money 


in the business, and the present output 
ought to be largely increased. 


The Citron. 

The citron tree or shrub will grow wher- 
ever lemon or orange trees flourish. It 
succeeds better in sandy soil, however, 
and in the neighborhood of the sea. 
Great care is needed in its cultivation. 
The average crop per acre can hardly be 
ascertained, as the size of crop depends 
on so many conditions, such as the cli- 
mate and soil. The citrons, which are 
subsequently converted into the candied 
citron of commerce, are grown chiefly in 
Greece, Calabria and the islands of Sicily 
and Corsica. The latter place is said 
to produce the finest fruit. There are 
four ways of raising this plant—by cut- 
tings, by seed, by grafting and by bud- 
ding. The latter is preferable, and the 
bitter orange is used as stock upon which 
to bud, it being more hardy and less liable 
to disease than those that produce the 
choicest fruits. The trees should be fer- 
tilized once a year, between October and 
March, with old stable’ manure, and un- 
less the ground be moist or damp they 
ought to be watered in the dry season 
twice a week. This plant is much more 
tender than the lemon, and does better 
placed in a sheltered location. It blos- 
soms between March and May, and up to 
the months of September and October, at 
which time the fruit is ripe. 

F. A. Kimball of National City has a 
number of trees raised from budding on 
orange stock. He says: “I have seen no 
other tree which has so quickly adapted 
itself to our conditions, nor one which 
exhibits such a robust character. The 
foliage is beautiful, the growing shoots 


being of a reddisi-purple color and very 


rich. The ripened leaves are not so dark 
as the orange, nor yet so light as the 
lemon. I have no hesitation in saying 
that, ‘from all I can learn, the citron 
will pay an enormous profit, as the fruit 
may be kept many months after it is 
picked, and can be processed by any one 
who understands the art of preserving.” 

The production of the citron is one of 
the industries that should receive atten- 
tion in Southern California. The fruit 


- is experimentally grown here, and matures 


as perfectly in this region as do other 
members of the citrus family. In the 
Mediterranean region the production of 
the citron is highly profitable, and there 
is every reason to suppose that the re- 
turns to the grower here would likewise 
be large. The fruit is packed in barrels, 
with brine, for exportation to France and 
England from the districts in which it 
is grown abroad, but here it could be 
sold to local crystallization works, which 
would put it on the market in its regular 
commerciaj form. There! is) no reason 
why citron should be imported to. the 
extent of many thousands of dollars an- 
nually, when the same article can be pro- 
duced here to the extent desired. South- 
ern California is a fine field for the de- 
velopment of neglected industries.

Textile Products. 

Cotton has been grown on a small scale, 
but of excellent quality, for. many years 
in several sections of California. Only 
lack of a remunerative local market and 
the existence of practically prohibitory 
frieght rates have prevented this industry 
from assuming large \proportions. Some 
quite extensive experiments in cotton cul- 
ture have been made at various points in 
the San Joaquin Valley, the uniform result 
being the demonstration of the feasibility 
of producing @ remunerative crop of good 
quality, provided the question of markets 
could be solved by the establishment of 
lccal manufacturing enterprises which 
should consume the staple. Until this is 
done cotton-growing is not apt to, be 
largely engaged in by California farmers. 

The cultivation of ramie and the produc- 
tien and manufacture of fiber and fabrics 
therefrom bids fair to become an’ impor- 
tant industry upon this Coast. 

The absence of proper machinery. for 
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AN SOUTHERN CALLE 


rapidly and cheaply preparing the fiber 


for manufacture, processes carried out by 
hand in China and other’ cheap-labor 
countries has effectually prevented the in- 
dustry from obtaining a foothold here. 
Now, however, such machines have been 
invented and introduced. Several organ- 
izations have been effected both for the 
cultivation of the plant and for the prep- 
aration of the fiber and its manufacture 
into fabrics of various kinds. Many thou- 
sands of the ramie roots have been dis- 
tributed and planted, and it is promised 
“that there will be a ready market for all 
the fiber that can be turned out. Prelim- 
inary experiments made with ramie at 

Bakersfield, Kern county, have demon- 
strated the entire feasibility of the 
scheme, as well as the fact that the 
amount of fiber produced to the acre is 
so large that ample returns are certain 
to accrue to the producer. It is not too 
much to predict that nothing stands in 
the way of California building up an in- 
dustry in this direction which shall be- 
come a source of great wealth. 

The capabilities of California in the pro- 
duction of flax have been well defmon- 
strated, and this is a favorite and re- 
munerative crop in various sections. The 
bulk of it is raised, however, for the sake 
of the seed, of which great quantities are 
utilized in the production of linseed oil. 
Very little attention has been paid to the 
utilization of the fiber of the flax plant, 
the absence of local manufacturing enter- 
prises and the impossibility of shipping 
East at a profit, being the causes of this 
neglect. Considerable progress, however, 
has been made in the establishment of 
manufactures of flax, and enough has been 
accomplished to show what can be done. 
Undoubtedly an exhibition of our re- 
sources in this direction at one of our 
State fairs would be of benefit in attract- 
ing attention to the possibilities of an in- 
dustry which promises so well. At present 
not enough flax fiber is produced on this 
Coast to supply the demands of the twine 
manufacturers, and considerable quantities 
.are therefore imported. But an effort is 
being made to induce California farmers 
to engage more extensively mm this branch 
of agriculture, which promises to be re- 
munerative. 

The production of silk in this State has 
been a favorite project for a great many 
years. Very early im the period of the 
American occupation if was suggested 
that silk culture could be successfully 
introduced here on a large scale, and 
many experiments have been made at 
different times looking to this end. For 
several years the State maintained, a 
commission for the express purpose of 
stimulating the production of silk, while 
the general government expended consider- 
able sums fcr the same purpose. But the 
insurmountable difficulty has been the 
fact that to compete with foreign silk- 
producers a large amount of very cheap 
labor is required. This is not to be had 
in this State, and the condition of public 
sentiment forbids the supposition that 
it ever will be obtainable. 

As to the possibility of successfully pro- 
ducing silk. on this Coast there is, of 
course, no doubt. Experiments have been 
undertaken in many widely separated 
localities, and wherever proper care has 
been exercised they have been success- 
ful, if not profitable. Of this there can 
be no douht. 


Profit of Cassava. 

(Sherman Adams in Florida Agricultur- 
ist:) As it will soon be time to rave cas- 
Sava-seed and as it seems to me the culti- 
vation of this valuable esculent ought to 
be increased a thousand-fold each year un- 
til every family in Florida has its cassava 
patch, I venture a few remarks regarding 
the deplorably meglected cassava. Few 
seem to realize what an unfailing source 
of wealth cassava can open to the denizens 
of Florida. The wealth is in the ground 
within a foot of the surface even in the 
poor sandy soils of Florida, and it’ might, 
could, should, and ought to be extracted for 
the benefit of those engaged in the hard 
struggle to make receipts equal expenses, 
and we can grow no product in Florida so 
potent in this respect. In the growth of 
cassava is the key to prosperity. With 
cassava, poultry are kept in excellent con- 
dition, swine will thrive as never before, 
cows will give an increased flow of milk, 
stock generally will be sleek and fat, while 
the family will have an unfailing resource 
of something nutritious and palatable to 
eat every day in the year. Once begun 
the cassava patch can be kept in good 
shape from year to year. 

Ordinary land will average from three 
to five pounds per hill of cassava. Land 
that will yield ten bushels of corn per acre 
will give ten pounds of cassava per hill. 
I have read of hills of cassava yielding 
fifty pounds per hill, but the hest that I 
have grown, with one exception, have given 
only from fifteen to thirty pounds per hill, 
and I have had many of those weights, 
though the land when planted was poor 
pine land, and very little fertilizer, not 
more than 300 to 500 pounds per acre, was 
applied. 

To investigate the merits of cassava, let 
us figure a little. Figures will not lie, if 
they are used honestly. In an «cre of 
cassava planted four feet by four are 2740 
hills. One pound to the hill will give over 
a ton and a quarter of tubers per acre 
that analysis shows .to possess 40 
per cent. the nutritive value of corn. 
Reducing the product of the 2740 
hills at one pound each to bush- 
els of sixty pounds each gives forty-five 
bushels of cassava or the equivalent of 
eighteen bushels of corn ‘in nutritive 
value. At that low figure is not cassava 
a profitable crop to grow? But there is no 
land that will produce even five bushels 
of.corn per acre but will yield an average 
of five pounds of cassava per hill or 13,700 
pounds per. acre. Reduce to bushels of 
sixty pounds and we have 228. bushels, 
equivalent to ninety-one bushels of corn, 
while ten pounds per hill will give twice 
as much or the equivalent of 6ne hundred 
and eighty-two bushels of corn. 

Now look candidly at the facts and fig- 
ures and see if cassava is not a profitable 
crop to grow? Do not say it cannot be 
done, for it has been done and I believe 
that the yield can be easily made to give 
an average of twenty-five pounds per hill 
by proper fertilization and cultivation 


while a product of ten pounds per 
hill is just as easy as rolling off 
a log. But just note the profit- 


ableness of cavassa even at five pounds 
per hill, which is the equivalent of 
ninneteen bushels of corn. Yet it 
costs but little, if any more, to prepare 
the land, plant and cultivate cassava than 
it does to fit the land, plant and cultivate 
corn. The harvesting will cost some 
more as the product is so much greater. 
But cassava is harvested from day to day 
as used. The ground where it grows is 
its storchouse and there is no Ids in nor 
expense of storage. It shades the ground 
from the hot summer sun and as shade 
is fertilizer in Florida it retains and pro- 


motes fertility. Besides, the chemists tell 


us that it is not an exhaustive crop, al- 
though it yields such ah immensé amount 
of nutriment. Those who are wise will 
grow cassava. Those who desire’ the 
greatest amount of product for the least 
amount of labor, will grow cassava. Those 
who desire to be self-supporting and in- 
dependent of transportation companies 
will grow cassava. ‘Those who desire 
sleek cattle, fat pigs and poultry in good 
condition will grow cassava. Those who 
desire a palatable and nutritious product 
that can be used in the household will 
grow cassava. In short, those who realize 
the value of the mest handy, useful and 
desirable product that can be grown in 
Florida, will grow cassava and ‘grow it 
abundantly. 


Saving Seed. 

Seed cCealers generally take precaution 
to keep their stock pure by careful selec- 
tion, and, as a rule, farmers and garden- 
ers will find it better and cheaper in the 
end to buy seed of a reliable seedsman. 
When care is taken in selecting, however, 
and seed is carefully preserved for a series 
of years, a good strain can he secured, 
which will probably give increased yields 
of better quality. Prof. Taft, in writing 
for the American Agriculturist, gives the 
following directions for collecting and car- 
ing for seeds: 

A series of sieves is useful both for 
seeds with a dry covering or pod and those 
formed in a fleshy fruit. Three sizes are 
used for each size of seed: a coarse one, to 
remove the larger stems, leaves, etc.; one 
that is just large enough to allow the 
seeds td pass through,.and a third so 


‘but which will allow the removal of the 
dirt and lint. If large amounts are to be 
grown, a flail and fanning-mill will be de- 
sirable. When most of the seeds are ripe, 
the stems are cut off, or in some cascs 
the entire plant is pulled. If the seeds do 
not ripen evenly, it is sometimes neces- 
sary to make several cuttings. In case 
they shell readily, the .stems are 
placed upon papers or cloth sheets; _ 
“left in the sun until] dry enough to thr@sh. 
This is done with flail if large quantities 
are to be threshed, but small amounts ¢an 
be rubbed out with the hand, using a 
coarse sicve if it iseavailable. The seeds 
should then be cieaned, using the fanning- 
mill for larger quantities, or by pouring 
them upon a sheet and allowing the wind 
to remove the lighter particles. The final 
cleaning can be given by passing them 
through the sieves, although, if these are 
not available, good work can be done by 
washing them, as the good seeds will set- 
tle to the bottom, while the light ones 
will float. Whatever method is used, the 
seeds should be thoroughly dried before 
they are placed in bags. 

When the sccds are in fleshy fruits they 
should be ground or mashed and placed in 
barrels or other receptacles to sour. In 
the case of cucumbers, melons, etc., the 
interiors only are scraped out. In from 
thirty to 100 hours fermentation will have 
advanced sufficiently to admit of the ready 
separation of the pulp from the seeds. 
The mashed fruit is placed in coarse 
sieves and suspended in tubs of water. 
The seeds will drop to the bottom, while 
the light pulp will float and can be thrown 
out; they should then be sent through a 
finer sieve, and after three or four wash- 
ial can be taken out, spread upon cloths 
and dried. It is well to wring many seeds 
in cloths and thus remove the surplus 
water. Many persons do not take the 
trouble to wash out the seeds, when 
growing a few for home use, merely scrap- 
ing them upon a piece of cloth and dry- 
ing them in their pulp. Most of our 
vegetable seeds keep best, after being 
thoroughly dried, in a moderately warm, 


swer to hold them if hung up or placed in 
boxes, where mice cannot get at them. 
The seeds of our fruits and nuts, how- 
ever, would give a very low germination 
if treated in this way, and care must be 
taken that they are not exposed to dry 
influences for any length of time. They 
may be planted at once after they are 
gathered, or after being partially dried, 
they may be placed in thin layers in a 
box of sand. This stratification prevents 
the loss of water, and they will be in good 
condition for planting in the spring. It 
will be found desirable—especially with the 
fruits—to place the boxes out of doors dur- 
ing the winter, and thus expose them to 
the action of frost. In the case of the 
peach and other stone fruits, it is often 
well to crack them with a hammer if the 
frost has not done its work. |. 


Nuts in New York. 

(Garden and Forest:) The new crop of 
many foreign and domestic nuts has been 
coming in during the last fortnight, and 
English walnuts from Chile are now suc- 
ceeded by the Naples and California prod- 
uct, the first carload of these California 
nuts having. arrived last Friday, two 
weeks after the first arrival from Italy. 

The market season for Chile nuts be- 
gins here in early summer. The poor 
quality of thesé nuts last year forced 
down prices at the beginning of this sea- 
son, when they brought only 5% cents a 
pound. This year’s crop has proved to\be 
of really good quality, and those yet in 
stock now command 7 cents. California 
walnuts are of good size and quality, but 
are bleached by a sulphur process, which 
whitens the shells and makes them much 
more showy than the imported nuts. This 
bleaching is not encouraged by the best 
Eastern dealers, who claim that it injures 
the meat of the nut, while it also in- 
creases expense. The cost of transporta- 
tion and loss by shrinkage on nuts brought 
from California amounts to 2 cents a 
pound, and even 9 cents is not a paying 
vrice to the Eastern wholesale dealer. At 
this figure sales here are slow, and pref- 
erence is given to the Naples walnuts, 
which now sell for 10 cents a pound. All 
European crops ofthese nuts are are short 
this year. Grenoble walnuts, the highest 
grade of-all, are due here within a week; 
and 11% cents is being asked by local 
dealers for advance orders. The crop of 
the so-called French walnuts, a lower 
grade, also from France, is almost a fail- 
ure. Much of the home crop of England 
is used here for pickling, and many more 
are imported to mect the demand for table 
use. 

A few English filberts are seen here 
every fall in the highest-class fruit stores; 
two lots, amounting to nearly five hun-. 
dred pottnds, have been solid this month 
at the high price of 30 cents a pound by 
the importers, and as many more will 
probably constitute the entire receipts. 
These nuts are not kiln-dried, but come 
green in the husk. A small filbert from 
Barcelona formerly came to América in 
considerable quantities, but these now go 
to the English markets. The Sicily nut is 
the standard filbert here, and the sort 
known in the trade as the’ Long Naples is 
also a favorite; the latter now sell for 9% 
cents in their original packages, while 
those from Sicily are but 6 cents a pound. 

For twenty years the showy Spanish 
Taragonas have been the most popular 
almonds, but the Princess paper-shell, 
from France, is rapidly regaining ‘the 
place in popular favor which it held a 
quarter of a century ago. Of the French 
almonds the Languedoc is the best. Cal- 
ifornia paper-shell almonds are now bring- 
ing the highest wholesale prices of 12 
cents a pound. The choicest of all shelled 
almonds, for confectioners’ use, as for the 
table, are the Jordan almonds, from Spain. 
Their shell is smooth and very hard, but 
the meats are long and slender and alto- 
gether desirable. These now sell at re- 
tail for 45 cents a pound, in pasteboard 
packages. 

Brazil nuts, or cream nuts, are among 
the most plentiful this year, and the ship- 
ments, which begin in March, are stil} 
continuing. These can now be bought in 
large. lots as low as 3% cents a pound, but 
the holiday trade is }ikely to make better 
prices, as in other years, when a rise from 
5% to 15 cents has taken. place in a few 
weeks before Christmas. — 

The so-called Paradise nut, or Sapucaia 
nut, also from South America, is more 
rare, and the first lot seen in many years 
was sent to this city last fall. They are 
more delicate than the Brazil nut, which 
they resemble somewhat in appearance. 
They are said to.“keep well for years.

Farm Products Now Imported. . 


The United States is so pre-eminently 
an agricultural nation that it is very 
strange that we should be buying farm 
produce from foreign countries. Yet the 
reports of the Bureau of Statistics of the 
Treasury ‘Department show that large 
quantities of crops which ‘can be profita- 
bly grown in the United States are being 
imported, to the detriment of our own 
farming interests. Here is a ready-made 
market for many varicties of farm prod- 
uce. which, if supplied by domestic pro- 
ducers would much relieve the stagnation 
in the wheat market. The chief agricul- 
tural imports of the United States com- 
prise barley, oats, rye, flaxseed, beans, 
peas, wheat, farm animals, licorice root, 
chicory root, cotton; hemlock bark, hides, 
goat skins, flax, hemp, fruit, nuts, meats, 
dairy products, hay, hops, tobacco, sugar, 
rice. silk, wool, egzs, potatoes and other 
vegetables. The value of these imports 
amounted to $238,000,000 in 1892, and to 
$228,000,000 in 1893, as shown by the follows 
ing table compiled by the American Agri- 
culturist:

On the many farms which have a large 
capital invested in wheat-raising machin- 
ery, as grain drills, harvesters, threshers, 
granaries and interests in elevators, much 
spring wheat will be planted, notwith- 
standing its low price. The same appli- 
ances will answer for barley, rye, oats 
and flax. Hence in some sections it may 
be advisable to plant these crops instead 
of wheat, and thus supply the demand 
which now imports these crops. Flax, es- 
pecially, is worthy of attention in this re- 
spect. The advisability of plowing up good 
stands of winter wheat, which have with- 
stood the winter. is very doubtful, as 
much of the expénse of the crop is already 
incurred. Except along our northern bor- 
der, American corn is always a profitable 
crop, provided it be fed to stock stored for 
a few months in case of extra crops. Lic- 
orice root and chicory root could be grown 
near the factories which use these prod- 
ucts. By better care of the poultry the 
production of eggscan beincreased, and 
will always well repay the farmers. 

Among the imported fruits, lemons, or- 
anges, plums, prunes and raisins can be 
grown in large quantities in. the warmer 
sections of the United States, where, also, 
the almond will flourish to supply the 
nearly one million dollars’ worth of its 
nuts which we now import, We should 
certainly grow all the hay we use. The 
cheese, which forms the: principal item in 
the dairy imports, could all be made at 
home, as all the fancy brands can be made 
by skillful workers in any temperate cli- 
mate. Our great variety of climate pro- 
vides all the necessary soils and condftions 
needed for growing farm and. garden 
seeds. The high price of American labor 
9 the great obstacle to profitable silk rais- 

ng. 

The American Agriculturist has already 
pointed out the great advantages which 
would accrue to farmers from the estab- 
lishment of sugar factories and the conse- 
quent demand for beets and cane. The im- 
portation of millions of dollars’ worth of 
leaf tobacco opens a field’ for the en- 
terprising tobacco-growers who will pro- 
duce some of the needed qualities. The 
shipment of foreign’ potatoes to the At- 
lantic cities is a direct blow at the Amer- 
ican farmer, and, to oyercome it, water 
freight rates are needed, together with a 
more careful sorting of the domestic 
shipments. Next to potatoes, beans and 
peas form the chief vegetables imported, 
and these grains are farm crops well 
adapted to various sections of our coun- 
try, and their extended culture would in- 
crease the market for these nutritious 
foodstuffs, so rich in the otherwise costly 
nitrogen. The wool market could be all 
supplied from the now non-productive por- 
tions of our farms, and its profitable de- 
velopment is well worth consideration 
when we realize that in addition to the 
unmanufactured importations, upward of 
$30,000,000 worth of woolen is 
brought from abroad. 

The great bulk of our agricultural im- 
ports is bought by the large Atlantic sea- 
board cities, and though in such city 
markets the foreign farmer has the ad- 
vantage of cheap ocean freight rates, and 
the longing of the apenntip-immnigrated 
part of the populations®©for; foreign varie- 
ties and brands, stfit ti erican farmer 
has so many opposing advantages that the 
raising of farm erops now imported, 
though a somewhat limited field for en- 
terprise, is, nevertheless, more promising 
of good results tham-ap increased compe- 
tition with the> whole world in;such staple 
crops as wheat. ‘If the farmer does not 
attempt to meet this competition, the 
amount of farm produce imported will

ing agriculture.» The 30,000,000 of people 
in the United States who derive their liv- 
ing directly from agriculture, should’ not 
look upon these imports of farm crops 
with indifference, and it i® in their in- 
terest that the American Agficulturist 
calls attention to the fact that each of 
them might supply the $8 worth of farm 
crops, which is his share of the nearly 
$4 worth per capita, which we now buy) 
from foreigners. These crops would at 
least give some relief from existing low 
prices of staple grains.” 


The breeders and owners of non-pedi- 
greed cattle for dairy purposes are entitled 
to every encouragement by which they 
can be induced to,improve the quality and 
quantity of the products of their cows. If 
any one can breed a more profitable class 
of dairy cattle by gMading up, or even by 
a KMttle mixing of breeds than he can 
under similar circunistances by breeding 
cattle of any. pure breed, it is his duty to 
breed the best he can to suit the purpose 
for which he wants them, in the situation 
in which he is placed. Such a one ought 
not to be deprived of the right to compete 
for prizes for- which his cattle may be 


suitable to compete, at any dairy show that 


may be open to the district in which he 
resides. 


Growing Cows to Sell. 


(American Cultivator:) The farmer who 
goes into the business of breeding cows 
to sell will take care to secure the best 
milking strains, and also that the animals 
be in every respect sound. If he-edoes 
this he need have no more fear of tubercu- 
losis than farmers have always had of 
some disease which they .could not well 
define, and that has always been destruc- 
tive to stock. It was more often, we sus- 
pect, called ‘‘horn ail’’ than anything else. 


The cow. went into a decline, and the base 


of her horns became cold from lessened 
vitality. Quite often these cows would, 
after death, show masses of offensive mat- 
ter in their beads or other portions of 
their bodies. This now would be recog- 
nized as clearly cases of tuberculosis. It 
is, therefore, a disease that has always 
been prevalent. 

It is necessary that these facts should 
be explained, else we are likely to have a 
sudden cessation of the business of breed- 
ing cows for market, which will make 
higher prices, not only for cows, but for 
all dairy products. We believe this bet- 
ter time for dairymen is coming, whatever 
may be done. During the depression in 
all farming interests the prices of cows 
and of dairy product@# have kept up better 
than those of most others that the farmer 
had to sell. We believe that this condi- 
tion is to continue. Whoever now stocks 
his farm with healthy cows of the best 
milk and butter breeds will be in a posi- 
tion to make his live stock grow into 
money faster than such stock ever did be- 
fore.

Fortunately for the breeders of trotting 
stock in this country, the foreign demand 
for American horses is steadily increas- 


ing. Unfortunately, however, some un- 
principled dealers have imposed upon for- 
eigners in the past, which causes. them 
look upon all Americans and America 
horses with distrust. Were it not for this 
fact, the present demand abroad would 
much greater than it now is. This. is es- 
pecially true of Germany. 


The Sheep Industry. _ 

(American: Agriculturist:) The | unex- 
pected has so often happened of late, 
in farmers continuing to grow and to sell 
products at prices very recently held to 
be less. than cost, that it might be rash 
to declare too positively that all the Me- 
rino fiacks of the ranches would inevitably 
be slaughtered. It is certain that some 
wool-growers will reduce their flocks, or 
go out of business, as they already have 
done, yet it is probable that some, per- 
haps many, will continue, in the hope 
of brighter future prospects. And some 
may assume that a heavy cut in the sup- 
ply will tend to raise prices, and partly 
recoup their anticipated losses. It would 
be well, at all events, to act with great 
deliberation and due caution, in the hope 
of ‘‘a good time coming”’ from some influ- 
ence unseen or half perceived. It is vory 
important that so rich a source of wealth 
to the country should be kept up. Farm- 
ers are seeking new products, and cannot 
afford eliminations of well-established in- 
dustries. Sheep husbandry has accom- 
plished for our agriculture magnificent 
results, and has added immensely to the 
wealth of the country. We stand third, 
but near the first among the five great 
wool manufacturing countriés in the world. 
We stand first in the proportion and 
amount of domestic wool manufactured; 
indeed, it is almost as much as the home- 
grown wool manufactured by France, 
Great Britain and Germany combined. No 
country manufactures so much of its own 
wool; none averages a better quality of 
wool manufactured. 

We use one-fifth of all the wool grown 
in the world, or eight pounds per head 
per annum; the remainder of the world 
averages but one and one-half pounds. 
Before the war our domestic supply was 
only about three pounds per head; now it 
is over six pounds. Between 1857 and 
1860 the imports of manufactured woolens 
averaged $1.16 per head per annum; for 
ten vears ended in 1890 only 77 cents, It 
is sincerely to be hoped that so magnifi- 
cent an industry will not be given up 
without a _ struggle. The wool-grower 
should take for his motto, “‘Don’t give up 
the sheep.’’ 


Let every poultryman caponize all the 
cockerels he has that he does not wish to 
preserve for breeders. He will gain in 
two ways. The bird of any breed will grow 
40 per cent in weight, and if for sale he 
will bring 40 per cent. more in price. These 
two features together make a very hand- 
some profit. Beyond the gain in weight 
and price, the capon is a bird that is gel- 
dom, if ever, sick or ailing. They are 
always strong and well. They become 
docile, quite easily handled and cared for, 
and consume less food than any other 
fowls. 


An Alameda County Venture. 
How a poultry business may be built up 


by close personal attention to both pro- 
duction and marketing, is shown in the 
following local note, written to the Poul- 
try Keeper: 

“Tl was in business with a large concern 
in San Francisco up to two years ago, 
when I. was taken with heart failure and 
had to give up my position. The doctor 
said I must live out of doors. So I rented 
a ranch of six acres in Fruitvale and 
started in the poultry business. I built up 
a trade in the town of Alameda, selling 
direct to the consumers at 5 cents per 
dozen above the market price, and when 
I sold out, June 1, I was sellinfi 160 dozen 
eggs per week at 20 cents per dozen (a 
very low price that time of year for Cali- 
fornia,) and I was getting 50 cents each 
for my broilers. I was getting on an aver- 
age of about 50 per cent. of eggs a day 
from my flock (brown and white Leghorns,) 
which I consider a good average. I had 
large scratching sheds, where I fed the 
grain to my birds. I fed grain in the 
morning and soft food at night, as I found 
they generally liked to sit around after 
eating eoft food, so I thought they might 
just as well sit on their roosts. In the 
morning they would scratch among the 
chaff for two or three hours for their 
wheat, and_there was not a healthier lot 
of fowls in California. For soft food I 
gave them bran, middlings and’ boiled 
cracklings, and one day I would mix 
soaked rolled barley with this and the next 
day boiled carrots or beets. They were ex- 
ceedingly fond of these mixtures and 
seemed to thrive on them. I was obliged 
to sell, because as the business grew I had 
to depend more on hired help, and the 
worry made my heart get weaker.”’ 


Experimenting with Chickens. 


(Florida Agriculturist:) The Experiment 
Station at Caihoun, Ala., has been making 
some tests of egg-producers and general- 
purpose fowls. Here are the results: 

The Plymouth Rocks have led, followed 
closely by brown Leghorn, Hamburg, 
Houdan-Minorca and Langshan. Previous 
to this year the Leghorns have made the 
best record for egg production for three 
successive years. The Plymouth Rocks, 
however, had the advantage of the run 
of the place. : 


the breeds without close confinement, and 
yet such confinement .is very prejudicial 
to health and egg production. The Euro- 
pean breeds are all great spring and sum- 
mer layers, are small and non-setters. It 
is pretty well established that the Leg- 
horns are the best egg-producers of all 
breeds. 

The Asiatics are generally good winter 
and ‘spring layers and make _ excellent 
mothers, and are good table fowls. 

The Langshans stand at the head of the 
list, and are regarded as one of the best 
general-purpose fowls. ' 

Of the breeds mentioned the Langshan 
and Plymouth Rocks are considered the 
best general-purpose fowls;\the Leghorns 
or Hamburgs the best egg-producers. Such 
are the conclusions reached after seyeral 
years’ experience, the hens being confined 
‘during the time in small pens and fed only 
on vegetable products raised on the farm. 
Were a wide range posible for them the 
results might be different.

Examination showed that many of 
the tubers which had been large enough 
to sell in the autumn were now too small 
to sell, and, besides this, some were rot- 
ting, so that when these were taken out 
he had seventy-cight bushels to sell in- 
stead of 100. This was a loss of 22 per 
cent. in quantity, besides the cartage he 
could have saved if he had sold the pota- 
toes from the field, not to speak of the in- 
terest on his money for six months.
